The decree closing the ports of Cartagena 
and Savanilla originated with the Govern- 
ment of the Department of Bolivar. The 
pretests of the foreign Consuls and steam- 
ship agents are still unheeded. 

BOGOTA, Nov. 24.—Gen. Reyes cabled 
to -the Colombian Government on Sun- 
day from Port Limon, Costa Riga, that 
he. was unable to do anything regarding 
the canal with the Panama Commission at 
the conference held .on Nov. 20 on board 
the French steamer Canada off Colon. He 
added: 

“The Americans prevented us from land- 
fing at Colon. Admiral Coghlan informed 
me that he had instructions from Washing- 
ton to prevent Colombian troops from land- 
ing on the coasts of the Isthmus.” 

Colombian public opinion strongly con- 
demns the attitude of the Government at 
Washington, which, it is claimed, decidedly 
helps the secession movement in Panama. 


PARIS, Nov. 25.—The French Foreign 
Office has received notice from Colombia, 
through her representatives here, that she 
will submit a protest against the action of 
the United States in connection with Pana- 
ma. No action favorable to Colombia will 
be taken by the French Government. 

Sefior Pasado, the Colombian Consul here, 
in the course of an interview to-day, said 
that if the mission of Gen. Reyes to Wash- 
ington failed to secure a settlement hon- 
orable to Colombia he was certain Co- 
lombia would strenuously defend her inde- 
pendence. 

Other members of the Colombian colony 
here say that Colombia intends to fight to 
the last extreme. They assert that 100,000 
men, well. armed and equipped, will be put 
in the field. 


HASTE TO RATIFY TREATY. 


Some .Qpposition in Panama to the 
Plans Regarding the Canal 
Convention. 

COLON, Nov. 23.—It is propesed, when 
the Panama Canal treaty reaches Colon, 
about Dee. 1, to have a special train ready 
to transport it quickly across the Isthmus 
to Panama, where it will immediately be 
signed by the members of the junta. The 
train in the meantime will be kept in wait- 
ing, and when the treaty has been signed 
its bearer will be promptly brought 

to Colon. 

The steamer Yucatan, due to sail on Dec. 
1 for New York, will be delayed until the 
messenger arrives, when he will embark 
on the Yucatan, thus starting for New 
York on the same date that he arrives. 

This proposal is meeting with some oppo- 
sition. those desiring to discuss the treaty 
at length fearing that its terms will be too 
favorable to-the United States. It is prob- 
able, however, that this opposition will be 
overcome.

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NO FEAR FOR THE CEDRIC. 
Rumor that She Had Been Sunk 


Midocean Denied Both Here 
and in London.

A rumor to the effect that the steamship 
Cedric, the greatest ship afloat, had been 
sunk in midocean by the Titian of the Lam- 
port & Holt Line was circulated about the 
city yesterday morning and was at once 
denied by the officials of the White Star 
Line, to whom the Cedric belongs, and was 
denied later by cablegrams from London 
sent in reply to inquiries from this side. 
The report came originally by cable from 
a Liverpool news agency. The steamship 
Titian arrived at Manchester yesterday and 
her officers also denied that they bad been 
in any accident on the way across. The 
Cedric is* due at this port to-da¢?. She 
should have been reported from Nantucket 
during last night, but the fact that she was 
not does not arouse any apprehensions in 
the minds of her agents, who expect to hear 
from her this morning. 

As baseless and lacking in confirmation 
as the report of the accident to the Cedric 
was, relatives and friends of the 990 pas- 
sengers on board flocked to the office of the 
White Star Line yesterday as soon as the 
report had been published, and asked for 
information. The officials told all the peo- 
ple that the only report they had of the 
sinking of the ship was what they received 
from the press of this city. They also said 
that they did not believe the report because 
the Cedric is so built that she is practically 
unsinkable, and that the course of the 
Titiam did not carry her within 100 miles 
of the course of the Cedric, 

The agents of the Lamport & Holt Line 
in this city. Pusk & Jevons, said yesterday 
that they had no report of the rumored 
accident. They said that the steamship 
Titian had left this port on Nov. 14. The 
Cedric left Liverpool Nov. 18, made a stop 
at Queenstown the following day, and then 
proceeded across. The vessels passed some- 
where in midocean. 

Superintendent Smith of the Maritime 
Exchange cabled London yesterday to ask 
if the Lioyds had heard of the Cedric since 
she left Liverpool. The returning answer 
said that the report of her having been 
sunk had been circulated in Liverpool last 
Sunday, but the report seemed so ground- 
less at that time that the people hearing 
it gave it Jittle credence. 

The Cedric is by several thousand tons 
the largest ship now in the water. She 
made her maiden trip in February, since 
which time she has not met with a single 
accident. She has the’ greatest number of 
water-tight compartments of any ship 
afloat, which a believed to render her 
almost practically unsinkable.

Following the conference on Tuesday in 
between President Roosevelt, 
Senator Platt, and Col. George W. Dunn, 


the Chairman of the State Commfttee, the 
Governor reached New York yesterday 
morning, conferred with his friends, and 
talked something about the plans which 
he has in mind. Then he left for Albany 
on the 12:50 o'clock train, but will be back 
in New York early next week, and will be 
here most of the time between now and 
the first of the year, when the Legislature 
meets. 

Later in the afternoon Senator Platt ar- 
rived from Washington to spend Thanks- 
giving in this city. He confirmed most of 
what had been stated about the Washing- 
ton conference, but insisted that he still is 
the State leader. Gov. Odell did not dis- 
pute this in the interview he gave stat- 
ing that Senator Platt should be regarded 
as the State leader as long as he lives. At 
the same time he plainly stated that he 
himself would have very much to say in 
To his friends 
he is known to have said that in the future 
he would have the active management of 
Republican affairs in the State, with Platt 
as the leader in name only. 

It is generally believed in Republican cir- 
that the Governor could have taken 
the leadership in name as well as in fact, 
but that he did not so desire as long as 
Senator Platt lives and as long as the Sen- 
ator is willing not to interfere in any of 
the plans that Odell may wigh to carry out. 

Although none of the organization Repub- 
licens, leaders or office holders, felt will- 
ing to discuss the situation last night for 
publication, all saying plainly that it would 
be extremely inadvisable for them to de- 
clare themselves one way or another at 
this time, when a complete reorganization 
the organization is in prospect, they 
were frank to declare that the active lead- 
ership of Odell means great changes in the 
ijational, State, and County Committees, 

George R, Sheldon, it is said, will be 
speedily retired from membership in the 
National Committee, not being permittted 
to remain in that post longer than the next 
Convention at most, thus being 
superseded before the active work of the 
National campaign.

As to the County Committee there Is 
some doubt as to whether or not M. Linn 
Bruce will be retained as Chairman. That 
Mr. Bruce made a good campaign ad- 
mitted, and this may have much to do with 
his retention, although Gov. Odell is not 
yet certain whether or not Sruce has be- 
too close Platt to remain in the 
position he now fills. In any event, George 
R. Manchester will be retired as Secre- 
tary to the County Committee, and Will- 
iam H. Ten Eyck will be retired as Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee. 

During his tew hours in the city yesterday 
the Governor saw Police Commissioner 
Greene, Edward Lauterbach, Louis Stern, 
and other prominent Republicans, and with 
them went over the situation carefully and 
outlined many of his plans. He was in a 
good humor, but did not seem at all dis- 
posed to boast of his ascendency in party 
rnanagement, 

“You will find that from now on I shall 
take a more active part in politics than at 
any time since I retired from the Chairman- 
ship of the State Committee,"’ said the Gov- 
ernor when questioned about the Washing- 
ton conference and the future plans for the 
organization. ‘‘ From that you will have 
to draw ‘your own deductions. Senator 
Platt, however, must always be looked 
upon as the leader. Some of the papers 
may have put matters rather strongly as a 
result of my trip to Washington, but that 
conference certainly was eminently satis- 
factory so far as Il am concerned." 

* Have you not been pretty active in 
politics all the time you were Governor?” 
was asked. 

‘* Well, I intend to be even more active,” 
said the Executive. ‘There are many 
plans in process of formation for the ben- 
efit of the organization. I do not care to 
go into the details of them at this time. 
J] have them well in mind,§ however, and 
they will be carried out, and speedily.” 

“Do your plans extend to the City of 
New York or to the up-State sections 


alone?” 

‘They cover not only the up-State sec- 
tions, but this city as _ well. There are 
many ways in which the local sttuation 
ean be improved. I have my own ideas as 
to what ought to be done.

“That is a detail I do not care to discuss 
at this time,’’ he replied, ‘“‘ but there are 
plenty of ways of improving the organiza- 
tion.’ 

“What do you think of the suggestion 
that objectionable district leaders should 
be compelled to 
leaders or their offices under the State or 
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Prin apn sa of the President, 
enator Platt.”’ 

The Governor then was asked if it was 
true that Senator Platt is out of the field 
altogether. 

“Senator Platt should be regarded as 
State leader as long as he lives.”’ said the 
Governor. ‘I have not taken the leader- 
ship from him, and have no desire to dis- 
turb him, only’ I shall be more active than 
formerly.” 

The Governor would not answer @ ques- 
tion as to whether there would be a new 
chairman of the county committee, Say- 
ing that was a serious matter which would 
be considered later, He also declined to 
have anything to say in regard to Mr. 
Bruce personally. As to the district lead- 
ers who should be deposed, he said that 
some of. them were downed at the last 
primaries and that others would go soon. 

‘From this time,on,’”’ said the Governor, 
“‘T shall be a frequent visitor to New York, 
and will be found at the Republican Club. 
I shall be in town next week, and shall be 
here ‘much of the time between now an 
Christmas.”’ 

When questioned about his plans for the 
improvement of the party up the State the 
Governor said he had many plans for that 
section also, but did not think it proper to 
discuss them at this time. 

“I firmly believe that this State will be 
the pivot in the next Presidential cam- 
paign,’’ said the Governor. “Some persons 
believe that Roosevelt can be re-elected 
without -New York State, but I believe he 
will have to have it and that he can get it. 
All this’ talk about. Senator Hanna being 
nominated for President or about my be- 
ing nominated for Vice President with 
Hanna is bosh. 

‘Senator Hanna personally has assured 
the President of his support in the coming 
fight, and I have promised the President 
my support. The Republicans of both Ohio 
and New York have declared for Roose- 
velt, and will live up to that declaration.” 

“If New York State will be the pivotal 
State, will New York City be the pivotal 
point as well?’ 

““Not necessarily,”” replied the Governor 
with a laugh. The Governor then turned 
to Senator-elect Carpenter, the new mem- 
ber from Westchester County, 
ceeds ex-Senator McClelland, Democrat, re 
signed. Senator Carpenter has been con- 
sidered a Platt man. and has been relied 
upon to stand with the Platt forces in the 
Senate to defeat the ‘“‘insurgent’’ Sena-

However, it Was said at the Republican 
Club last night that Carpenter will be 
fovnd to be a pretty good Odell man, after 
all, and that others, too, have promised to 
stend behind the Governor and with the 
‘insurgents "' at the coming session. The 
Governor hurried to the Grand Central Sta- 
tion just in time to catch the 12:50 north- 
bound train. 

WHAT SENATOR 

Senator Platt arrived in town some four 
hours later, with Mrs. Platt, and went to 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. There the Senator 
confirmed the reports that a complete un- 
derstanding had been reached by the White 
House’ conference. He said President 
Roosevelt was assured of a united delega- 
tion from this State at the next National 
Convention, and also assented to the state- 
ment by the Governor that reform is need- 
ed in the local Republican organization. 

“How about the statement, Senator, by 
Gov. Odell, that there has been a strained 
condition of affairs in the State organiza- 
tion?’’ was asked. 

“Gov. Odell alone can tell you what he 
meant by that,’ the Senator replied. ‘I 
have. seen the newspaper accounts of what 
took place yesterday, but have no state- 
ment which I care to make about it. There 
is no public interest to what happened. We 
all had a pleasant time with the Presi- 
dent, and entire harmony was restored. I 
am still State leader, and I do not know of 
any One in authority who disputes it.” 

The Senator was told of Gov. Odell's talk 
during the day, but made no comment on 
it until he was told of what the Governor 
had said about taking a more active part 
in political affairs from now on. 

“Yes, the Governor will take a more 
active part,.’’ said the Senator. * There 
was nothing said at the conference about 
the arrangement of Federal patronage by 
the Governor. That report was all wrong. 
All of the Federal patronage will, as usual, 
go through the hands of the Senators. 

The Senator then: was asked if he agreed 
with the Governor's statement that the 
local Republican situation needed reform. 

“The Governor has been saying that re- 
peatedly.”’ said the Senator, ‘‘and he is 
right. The local situation does need re- 
form. I don’t care to say in what direc- 
tion, but it needs reform and will be re- 
formed. The Governor also was correct in 
stating that President Roosevelt will get 
the State delegation in the next National 
Convention. Gov. Odell believes in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, does every one in the 
Republican. organization.” 

Senator Platt declined 
further to say on the situation, 
an early dinner retired and refused 
seen further during the evening. 

During the evening there was a report to 
the effect that Edward Lauterbach might 
again become the President of the County 
Committee, but no verification or denial 
of the report could be obtained. 

According to the general belief expressed, 
Gov. Odell simply told the conference in 
Washington that the situation in New York 
must be improved or else the Democrats 
would carry the State and elect the next 
President. As the Governor agreed to do 
the improving and still allow Platt to re- 
tain the name of leader, it was agreed to 
leave everything in his hands.

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DIAZ LIKELY TO RETIRE 


Mexican President Expected to Re- . 
sign in a Few Months. 


Is Going to Europe, and Will See If in 
His Absence Minister Limantour 
Is Equal to the Presidency. 


Special to The New York Times. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 25.—Preparae 
tions are being made for a change of Pres- 
idents, and the change will probably come 
within the next few months, Porfirio Diaz, 
after occupying the Presidential chair over 
twenty-five years, is thinking about retir- 
ing, letting the mantle fall upon the shoul- 
ders of José Yves Limantour, Minister of 
Finance. 

An official announcement has been made 
that the President will, about the first of 
the year, start on an extended tour of Eu- 
rope, and that he will spend several months 
in the French capital. The announcement 
is interpreted as indicating the approach- 
ing absolute retirement of Gen. Diaz. It 
is believed that Limantour will be ap- 
pointed acting President and that should 
he succeed in preserving the peace and 
holding the Government together Diaz will 
resign in his favor. 

It is hinted that Limantour’s recent trip 
abroad was not solely for the purpose 6f 
studying the monetary question, but chiefly 
to ascertain the feelings of European pow- 
crs in regard to his succession to the Pres- 
idency. The reason given for the postpone- 
ment of Gen. Diaz's resignation is that he 
wishes to test Limantour’s capability and 
ascertain whether the power he controls is 
sufficient to carry out a successful admin- 
istration. 

There are other powerful aspirants to the 
Presidency, noticeably Gen. Bernardo Reys, 
ex-Minister of War and now Governor of 
Nuevo Leon. Gen. Reys, after President 
Diaz, is the man most beloved by the army. 
and is reputed to be a bitter enemy of 
Limantour. 

This is the principal reason which keeps 
Diaz from resigning outright. Knowing 
the ambition of Reys, he does not care to 
risk a revolution by resignation and the in- 
Stallation of Limantour until the latter has 
acquired sufficient strength to maintain the 
Government against all opponents. 

The foreign, and especially American, in- 
terests favor Limantour, who has lberal 
ideas, and who believes in the é¢ncourage- 
ment of outside capital. Limantour is a 
young man, and may be relied upon to 
carry out the progressive policy inaugu- 
rated by the present executive. 

Reys is a fine and dashing soldier, but 
is brusque and is believed to be unfitted for 
diplomacy. 


CONVICT UNDER FALSE NAME. 


Prisoner, Released from Maine Prison, 
Says He Is a Brooklynite. 


THOMASTON, Me., Nov. 25.—A man, who 
for fifteen years has been a convict in the 
State prison here under the assumed name 
of Charles Moore and who was supposed to 
be dead by his relatives, was set at liberty 
to-day, Gov. Hill and Council having voted 
to pardon him. 

After his release Moore announced that 
his correct name was Frank Lawrence, and 
that he had a father and sister living in 
Brooklyh, N. Yo) whe deleved ‘him: to be 
dead. He declined to give the name of 
his relatives, but stated that he expected 
to meet them in Brooklyn to-morrow. 

Moore was sentenced to serve a term of 
twenty-five years for burglary and assault 
upon Police Officer Willard H. Frith at 
Portland in 1888. 

The pardon was brought about largely 
through the efforts of ex-Coroner Jacob A. 
Bausch of New York City, who will provide 
the released man with employment. 


BUYS MOUNTAIN OF GRANITE, 


New Yorker Credited with Purchase 
of Texas Famous Hill.

DALLAS, Texas, Nov. 25.—Reports from 
Marble Falls to-day confirm the rumors 
that the far-famed granite mountain of 
Texas has been sold by the Texas and New 
York Granite Company to Robert Caterson 
of New York. 

The property includes the entire moun- 
tain of solid granite covering 179 acres of 
ground, together with foothills adjacent to 
the property. This is the mountain that 
supplied the granite for the State Capitol 
of Texas. 

The sale price has not been learned, but 
is close on to-$1,000,000.

EVACUATION DAY OBSERVED. 


Tablet to Tactful Woman Who Enter- 
tained British While Putnam’s 
Army Filed from New York. 


The feature of the observance yester- 
day of the one hundred and twentieth an- 
niversary of the evacuation of New York 
City by the British was the unveiling by 
Knickerbocker Chapter, Sons of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, of a tablet in honor of 
Mary Lindley Murray. 

She was the tactful wife of Robert Mur- 
ray, @ leading dry goods merchant of the 
city during Revolutionary times, and a 
member of the Society of Friends. The 
tablet, of brass, has been affixed to a huge 
boulder taken from the scene of the Bav- 
tie of Harlem Heights, and placed in the 
middie of Park Avenue, between Thirty- 
sixth and Thirty-seventh Streets, in front 
of the site of the old Murray country seat. 
The inscription reads as follows: 


In. honor of Mary Lindley Murray, wife of 
Robert Murray, for services rendered her coun- 
try during the American Revolution; entertain- 
ing at her home on this site, Gen. Howe and 
his officers until the American troops under 
Gen. Putnam escaped. Sept. 15, 1776—-Nov. 2 


1903. y 
The old Murray homestead was Washing- 


ton’s’ headquarters on Sept. 14, 1776, and it 
was there that Capt. Nathan Hale received 
his instructions before starting on the mis- 
sion which cost him his life. On Sept. 15, 
when Washington was at Harlem Heights, 
a strong British force crossed over from 
Long Island, landing at the foot of Thirty- 
fourth Street,: and, unopposed, started to 
march across the island, and bade fair to 
eut off the American troops which, under 
Gen. Putnam, had evacuated the city and 
were on their way to join Washington. 

The invaders halted at the Murray home- 
stead, and Gen, Howe and a number of his 
high officers stopped there to rest. Mrs. 
Murray entertained them layishly, detain- 
ing them for two hours at luncheon, and 
Putnam’s army had time to reach Wash- 
ington with little molestation. 

At yesterday's ‘unveiling ceremonies the 
presentation of the tablet to the city was 
made by Walter S. Logan, ‘President of 
Empire State Chapter, Sons of the Ameri- 
can Revolution. President Charles V.

The tablet was unveiled by Lindley Murray 
and Miss Myra Lindley Murray, gsreat- 
grandchildren of Mrs. Reurray. The un- 
veiling exercises were followed by a recep- 
tion at the Murray Hill Hotel. 

The day was otherwise fittingly celebrated 
by a number of patriotic organizations with 
the raising of flags and other demonstra- 
tions. The Veteran Corps of Artillery 
raised the American flag at the old block 
house in Central Park, as has been their 
annual custom on Evacuation Day since 
1815. 


Sons of Revolution Dine. 

The Sons of the Revolution in the State 
of New York celebrated Evacuation. Day 
at Delmonico’s last night. It was also the 
twentieth anniversary of the first meeting 


for the reorganization of the society, at 
Fraunces’s Tavern, in 1883. Prof. Henry 
Pr. Johnston delivered an address on Col. 


Benjamin Tallmadge's part in the Revolu- 
tion, and Col, Asa Bird Gardiner made a 
speech congratulating Frank 8. Tallmadge, 
grandson of Col. Tallmadge, President of 
the society for the past 18 years, on the re- 
covery of his eyesight. Among out-of-town 
guests was ex-Gov, L. Bradford Prince of 
New Mexico. 


WOMEN IMPEDE FIREMEN. 


Become Hysterical During Blaze in an 
Apartment House. 


Hysterical women made the labors of the 
firemen difficult at a blaze- which burned 
out the upper floor of the Milton, the five- 
story apartment house at 24 West Sixtieth 
Street, at 7 o'clock yesterday morning, 
when most of the men living in the build- 
ing had already departed for the day. 
They rushed up and down among the fire- 
men, screaming and wringing their hands, 
until, as a last resort, they were all driven 
into a flat down stairs and a policeman 
was stationed at the door to keep them 
from getting out. 

No one knows how the fire started, but 
it ran up the dumbwaiter shaft from the 
bottom and spread through the two upper 
floors. 

The heavy skylight over the airshaft 
was broken and the firemen were pouring 


a torrent through it when some one peered 
down and saw four women huddled to- 
gether in a corner at the bottom, appar- 
ently’ totally unheeding the icy drenching 
they were getting. They were quickly res- 
goes and chased into their own apert- 
ents. There were two families on a floor, 
and _ the principal losers were reported as 
W. M, Waters, Mrs. Elliman, H. L. Record, 
and the Kennedy and Morton households. 
The damage was placed at $3,000. The 
property is said to be insured, but the 
amount of the insurance is unknown. 


MULBERRY STREET BLAZE. 

There was a fire panic in a big double- 
decked tenement at 284-286 Mulberry Street 
yesterday afternoon, when a tank of oil in 
the grocery on the ground floor exploded 
d filled the store and corridors with 
flames. 

The explosion, the cause of which is un- 
known, occurred at 530 o'clock in the 
grocery kept by A. Labrolia, The 
grocery store occupies half of the ground 
floor, the other hglf being occupled by a 
liquor store, and the rear of the ground 
floor being occupied by a family. Above 
are six floors, on each of which there are 
five families, so that thirty-one families in 
all are in the building. : 

The oil tank which exploded was in the 
rear of the grocery store and near the door 
which leads into the corridor which runs 
through the centre of the building. The 
flames in this corridor blocked the way of 
those who sought to escape by the stairs, 
and all of the inmates sought the two fire 
escapes at one time, Many of the women 
would have jumped but for the arrival of 
the firemen The blaze was soon ex- 
tinguished, the damage being only $100.

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CHICAGO STRIKERS BACK 


Railway Rejnstates All Except 
Those Guilty of Violence. 








Trainmen Have Been Ordered: to Re- 
port This Morning—-Arbitration 
of the Wage Scale. 





CHICAGO, Noy. 25.—Although a basis of 
settlement of the strike of the employes of 
the Chicago City Railway Company was 
decided upon at 1:30 this morning, and the 
agreement was ratified by the mena few 
hours later, the only cars operated to- 
day were manned by non-union crews under 
police guard. 

Fer some unexplained reason the manage- 
ment of the Chicago City Railway was not 
officially notified until to-night that the 
Strike had been declared off. To-night, 
however, Assistant Chief of Police Schuet- 
tler, who has had chagge of the police 
euarding the cars, was ®Motified that his 
men would be required no longer. 

The trainmen have been ordered to report 
for duty at 4 o'clock to-morrow morning. 
This makes the time elapsed since the 
walkout fourteen days to the hour and 
minute, The electric linemen, firemen, and 
engineers, cable splicers, and coal team- 
sters returned to work to-night, and ‘to- 
morrow the road will be operated under 
norma! conditions. 

Mayor Harrison declares Chicago has 
great reason for being thankful for the 


settlement of the street railway strike. He 
says the citizens have been living in a 
powder magazine in which men were walk- 
ing about with lighted matches in their 
hands. The city is almost as much to be 
congratulated on the fact that the maga- 
zine did not explode as on the settlement 
of the dispute, in his opinion, 

The only important concession made by 
the company was an agreement to rein- 
State all strikers, including the outside 
unions who went out in sympathy with 
the trainmen, with the exception of those 
who resorted to violence during the 
trouble. The arbitration of the wage scale 
is to be according to the wages paid out- 
side of Chicago and not on the basis of 
the local street railroads. 


CABMEN GO ON STRIKE. 


Entire Corps at Waldorf-Astoria and 
Those Serving Other Leading Hotels 
Refuse to Work. 


Waldorf-Astoria was the scene last 
night of a strike of cab drivers, about 100 
of whom are employed by William H. 
Seaich to handle the carriage trade of that 
hostelry, for which he has the exclusive 
privilege. The guests of the hotel were 
greatly inconvenienced by the absence of 
the regular cabmen and had to content 
themselves with the employment, when 
they could get them, of non-union men, or 
“ buckers " as they are called by the union 
drivers.

While the non-union drivers were willing 
to take the trade—and it was a harvest for 
them—they were unwilling to drive into the 
carriageway on Thirty-fourth Street, 
though granted the privilege, ‘and just be- 
fore the theatre and opera hour scores of 
richly gowned women and men in evening 
dress were hurrying up and down the Thir- 
ty-fourth Street side of the big hotel look- 
ing for conveyances. 

Guests at the Hoffman House, Holland 
House, and Albemarle, the Café Martin, 
the New York Yacht Club, and some of the 
big restaurants also met difficulty in get- 


ting cabs and carriages because of the 
strike, two other stables besides that of 
Seaich being affected. In all 350 cabmen 


went out. 

The cause of all the trouble, according to 
the men, is that they did not receive a 
promised reduction of hours from fifteen to 
fourteen hours a day, ulthough they have 
other grievances. Twenty-five pickets were 
on duty about the Waldorf last night, but 
they were conducting themselves in an or- 
derly manner und made no trouble for the 
extra détail of half a dozen patrolmen who 
were on duty about the hotel,

Man in Evening Dress Arrested in 
Broadway Talks of a “ Scandal.” 


A man who gave his name as John Brad- 
ley and his address asyl45 West Ninety- 
ninth Street was taken to the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station last night and locked 
up on the complaint of a mysterious indi- 
vidual whose identity was concealed hy 
the police. 

Bradley, attired’ in evening clothes, was a 
pagsenger on a Columbus Avenue car.

THE CULVER-VLASTO SUIT. 


Counsel for Senator Clark’s Daughter on 
the Action for $500,000 Damages. 


Henry G. Atwater, counsel for Mrs. Mary 
J. C, Culver in the suit for absolute divorce 
which she has brought against her husband, 
Dr,, Everett Mallory Culvér, was not dis- 
posed yesterday to take very seriously the 
suit in which Mrs. Elizabeth R. Viasto asks 
from Mrs. Culver $500,000 for the alienation 
of the affections of her husband, Solon J. 
Viasto. 

“TI have just drawn up my answer in the 
suit,’ said Mr, Atwater yesterday after- 
noon. ‘The papers will be served on Fri- 
day, and | shall endeavor to push the suit 
to trial at once. I would not be surprised 
if the other parties never appeared in court 
at all. The suit seems ridiculous, as Mrs, 
Viasto and her husband have been sep- 
aated for a number of years. 

“In my opinion there is somebody behind 
Mrs. Viasto in this suit, and for that pur- 
pose I would like to have the sult tried at 
vnce in order to discover some fire behind 
all this smoke,” 

Viasto himself is now a candidate from 
Athens for the Greek National Assembly, 
and in discussing the case said that he 
thought that his wife’s suit had been in- 
spired by political enemies in Greece, 
When Mr. Atwater was asked if he thought 
that Greek politics had anything to do with 
Mrs. Viesto’s accusations, he said: 

‘** No, I think the source of the attack is 
nearer New York than Greece.’’ Mrs. Cul- 
ver was quoted yesterday as saying that 
the case was “‘an outrageous attempt at 
blackmail.”’ 

Viasto, it was said yesterday by a friend 
of the Culyers, has long been on friendly 
terms with Senator Clark, the Culvers, who 
live at 175 West Fifty-eighth Street, and 
Dr. Lewis Rutherford Morris and Mrs. 
Morris, who is also a daughter of Senator 
Clark, and who lives at 155 West Fifty- 
elghth Street, and was known among them 
femillarly as ‘“‘ Uncle.” The published 
photographs, which represent Vliasto in 
Oriental costume, and Mrs. Culver, also in 
Nustern costume, seated at his feet, it was 
explained yesterday, were taken alter a 
fancy dress affair at the Culver home. 

Viasto is about fifty-five years old, and 
has been in this country about thirty years, 
although he hag never become naturalized. 
With his brother, Demetrius, he is inter- 
ested in a Greek paper called The Atlant 
published at 2 and 4 Stone Street, where 
Viasto has an office. He frequents Sher- 
ry's, Delmonico's, and the Waldorf-Astoria, 
und is well known at these places. Re- 
cently he has been living at the Plaza 
Hotel, but a week ago he moved from there 
to the San Jacinto apartments, at Madison 
avenue and Sixtleth Street. 

Viastco pays his wife, who is an English 
woman, $100 a month. He ridicules the 
suit, saymg that his affections were alien- 
ated before he met Mrs, Culver, who is more 
thaa twenty years his junior. Mrs, Viasto, 
her husband says, is three years older than 
himself. They have one son who is twen-

Dr. William Shaw Stewart Dead.

Dr, Stewart was one of the founders of 
the American Academy of Medicine.

Disappearance of James H. Hob- 
bins of St. Alban’s Parish. 





Thought to Have Been Caused by Worry 
Over Dissensions in the Church— 
Fear He May Be Dead. 





James H. Hobbins, sixty-eight years old, 
Treasurer of St. Alban’s Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, at Summit Avenue and One 
Hundred and Sixty-fourth Street, in the 
Borough of the Bronx, mysteriously disap- 
peared Tuesday night, and his wife and 
many of his friends are convinced that he 
has committed suicide. beeause of trouble 
in the church, which he .took so greatly 
to heart that for weeks it is said he has 
hardly slept. Mr. Hobbins has for the last 
ten years kept a little country store at 
Ogden Avenue and Union Street, living 
there with his wife. They had no children. 

He told his wife Tuesday evening that he 
would go up stairs and eat his supper, and 
she came down and took his place behind 
the counter. That was the least seen of 
him, though the High Bridge police and 
many volunteer searchers have been scour- 
ing the country for him with absolutely no 
clue up to a late hour last night. 

Before going out of the back door, as he 
must have done, he removed his two rings, 
his gold watch and chain, and overcoat, 
laying them on his bed. His supper was 
found untasted on the table as his wife 
had left it. 

The church was founded about eight years 
ago by Richard H. Wevill of 108 Woody- 
crest Avenue, who is an Episcopal Deacon 
and the minister in charge. He is now 
about thirty years old and has a wife and 
several children at the address given. 

For three years Mr. Wevill has been as- 


sisted by Joseph Alten, a student in the 
General Theclogical Seminary on Chelsea 
Square, who will be graduated next May. 
Last Summer. when the acting rector took 
a three months’ vacation, Mr. Alten took 
his piace and on Mr. Wevyill's return the 
congregation became more or less divided 
in its allegiance, 

Mr. Wevill is said to have asked Mr. 
Alten to discontinue his work in the parish, 
and the student withdrew without making 
any public explanation. 

Mr, Hobbins, who was a friend of both 
the minister and his temporary assistant,

appeared to worry very much over this 
state of affairs, and when he was blamed 
for an article which the acting rector 
caused to be published in The Living 
Church, he is said to have expressed the 
belief that he would be shunned socially 
and suffer seriously in his business.

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HR. CARMACK DERIDES 
CUBAN TARIFF POLICY 


Says President’s Plea for Reci- 


procity Mixes Motives. 
< —— 
Senator Reviews “the lowa idea” and 
. Offers Provocation to Mr. Dolliver 
for Set Speech.

WASHINGTON; Nov. 25.—Senator Cul- 
lem, in taking up the Cuban reciprocity 
resolution in the Senate to-day, made it the 
unfinished business, so that it will come up 
for discussion from day to day. 

Senator Carmack made the speech of the 
day with a biting attack on “ Roosevelt, 
reciprocity, and revision,’”’ in the course of 
which he described the rise and fall of the 
Iowa idea and offered provocation to Sen- 
ator Dolliver to make a set tariff speech in 
reply. : 

Mr. Carmack took the floor soon after the 
Session began. He said that the President 
had urged the ratification of the Cuban 
treaty with reasons which appeal to di- 
verse motives in the human heart. 

“He told us,’’ the Senator-went on, “ that 
We must ratify it to save our honor and 
help our trade. It was an opportunity to 
Worship God and get your money back; to 
be diligent in business while serving the 
Lord. ‘He presented the Cuban treaty in 


r the double aspect of a bargain counter and 


@ missionary box. You put a nickel in the 
slot for sweet charity’s sake and get more 
than. your money's worth of chewing gum 
and cigars. Happy is the Republican Ar- 
ministration ‘that was driven by a selfish 
Motive to a righteous deed and could per- 
form a Christian duty without exercising 
any of the Christian virtues. It is another 
story when honor and selfishness come into 
conflict.” 

Mr. Carmack said he was willing to bear 
any appeal to conscience, and if given a 
treaty that was liberal to Cuba and just to 
the United States he would vote for it. 
But no man could pledge his faith for a 
treaty which ‘itself violated the pledged 
faith of the country, and on the plea of 
opening the markets for Cuba slammed 
the door against forty million customers in 
South America. 

If this measure would reduce the price of 
sugar it would be an argument in its favor, 
but the larger part of the sugar imports 
would still be subject to duty and the tariff 
Would be added to all. 

The authors of the sugar tax promised to 
Teduce it by $10,000,000. We were to pay 
this sum for this treaty. It required us to 
give up not only the right to reduce taxes, 
but reciprocity with other countries. 

“You violate your solemn promise to re- 
duce taxes,” he said, ‘‘and you do it in the 
mame of honor; you sell your right to make 
commercial treaties and you do it in the 
mame of reciprocity.”’ 

Mr. Carmack referred at length to the 
reciprocity policy of Blaine and McKinley, 
and quoted from a speech by Mr. Dolliver, 
(owa,) in which the latter had said that 
every line of the wisdom of Mr. Blaine 
had been eliminated from the statutes. He 
agreed that this was true, and if so, who 
Was responsible? If the Democratic Party 
had taken it off the Republican Party had 
refused to put-it back. 

Cortinuing, Mr. Carmack declared that 
Mr. Dolliver was right when he said his 
party’s failure to carry out reciprocity was 
a blow to protectionism. ‘“ But it would 
demonstrate to the people,” said the speak- 
er, “that a party dominated by protected 
interests would make no concessions.” 

He said Gov. Cummins of Iowa had as- 
Sailed the tariff as a shelter of monopoly 
until the trusts had forced him to desist, 
that Representative Babcock of Wisconsin 
had been made’ to’fee? the displeasure ‘of 
“his party for utterances contrary to” trust 
mandates, and that such had been the 
history of every Republican who had re- 


volted against monopoly, and such would 
be the history of Mr. Dolliver. 

Mr. Carmack then turned his attention 
to the President. Six months ago, he said, 
a cry was raised for ‘Roosevelt, reciproc- 
ity. and revision.”” What had become of the 
last two members of this blessed trinity? 

“The Trinitarian propaganda,” he went 
on, “ has been overwhelmed by the Moham- 
mecan war cry of ‘Allah il Allah! Roose- 
velt is great and the Senator fr6m Massa- 
chusetts is his prophet!’ The first word in 
this trinity is enough to express the creed 
ef the Republican Party. Whatever that 
word of multifarious meaning meant last 
night that was the policy of the Repub- 
lican Party this morning. But it did not 
mean reciprocity and it did not mean revi- 
sion.”’ 

Mr. Carmack closed with a plea for gen- 
eral tariff revision, saying in part: ‘‘ The 
reactionary movement toward protection in 
England derived its strength from the hos- 
tile tariff of the United States. Mr. Cham- 
berlain has played the United States against 
the Continent of. Europe with success, and 
is now free to execute a hostile tariff in 
favor of the British colonies and against 
tlie United States. This will be a stagger- 
ing blow to our agricultural industries, but 
the beginning of a more liberal policy 
shown by the victory of the Democratic 
Party in the next election in the United 
States would put an end to Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s scheme at once.”’ 


Senate Withdraws Newlands Resolution 
from the Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.— The single- 
hended effort by Senator Newlands to have 
sentiment created in favor of Cuban annex- 
ation meets with more success than he an- 
ticipated. The Republican Senators are 
taking the idea seriously and an.intermit- 
tent debate, with several set speeches, will 
be forthcoming. 

Mr. Newlands will interject his annexa- 
tion theory from time to time in the course 
of the debate on the pending reciprocity 
resolution and add to the gaycty of passing 
events in the Senate Chamber. 

Senator Hale, who has objected to the an- 
nexation resolution because it has, in his 
judgment,a tendency to disturb Cuba's 
credit in the money markets of the world, 
to-day moved to reconsider the vote by 
which it was referred to the Committee on 
Cuban Relations, and this motion was 
adopted with the understanding that it 
should lie on the table for discussion. 

Mr. Newlands made his second speech in 
support of annexation arid pointed out that 
in the saving of $35,000,000 in duty on her 
sugar crop of 1,000,000 tons a year, which 
she would send into the United States free 
if annexed, Cuba would be saving annually 
the whole amount of the loan which the 
young republic has been ineffectually try- 
ing, to place. 

Mr. Teiler, in answer to Mr. Newlands, 
said that while he was not prepared to 
enter into a debate as to the merits of the 
resolution, he wanted to protest against 
the statement that Cuba is in any manner 
a dependency of this Government, and de- 
clared that such contention would be set 
down by any international lawyer as the 
height of absurdity; that the passage of 


the Platt amendment could not in any way 
interfere with thé sovereignty of Cuba. He 
said Cuba can to-day make a treaty with 
Great Britain agains 
United States just as freely as she can treat 
with this Government, and that he hoped 
the next time any one claimed Cuba to be 
ge oer gd of the Sy oe dane, the Sen- 
r wou be prepared to fortify his posi- 
tion with facts. ¢ 4 
- Mr, Carmack declared that the Cubans 
could take no alarm over Mr. Newiands’s 
resolution or what any one could say on 
the subject. “If they are alarmed,” he 
said, ‘‘it is because of the action of the 
United States ihn using the navy of this 
country to assist a lot of French adventur- 
ers in dismembering an American republic. 
It is such conduct as this on the part of 
our own Government that makes the Cu- 
bans and others suspicious of us.’* 
It was. expected that Senator Spooner 
would discuss the annexation project, but 


the interests of the

will also take part in the debate. He has 
had a bill for annexation before Congress 
since the first session of the Fifty-seventh 
Congress. 


WARE WEARY OF OFFICE. 


Pension Commissioner Wants No Place 
in Public Service.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 25.—Commissioner 
Ware of the Pension Office thinks ninety 
days in a pubiic office sufficient time to 
give a man a liberal education. Having 
had an experience beyond ‘that period he 
has decided to retire and give others a 
chance to acquire the knowledge and ex- 
petience that come from the administration 
of the post of Pension Commissioner. 

Commissioner Ware has not been a great 
success in the office. No man will be who 
has independence and will strive to ad- 
minister the office justly as between the 
Government and claimants. He will re- 
ceive severe criticism on the one hand or 
severe abuse on the other, 

Mr. Ware realizes this, and therefore he 
will retire within a few months. He was 
questioned to-day regarding the report that 
he had decided to quit, and talked about 
the matter without reservation. 

* Patience,”’ said he, ‘‘is among the few 
things a man learns after having been nine- 
iy days in this office. I believe in passing 
a good thing along. There are a number of 
pecple who crave the experience I have 
gained, and I want them to have it. 

“Tt is not right that I should keep to 
mveelf that which has done me so much 
good and has taught me so many things. I 
am not moved to relinquish the-office by 
motives of philanthropy. Not at all. It is 
sin ply my natural desire to keep this good 
thing. moving. 

“There are a number of educated, intel- 
ligen and cultivated men living in the 
State of Kansas whose hearts I want to 
make glad with this announcement. I will 
not say when I will resign. But I think 
that another year will see me back in Kan- 
I will have received my fill by that

time, and will have passed this alleged 
sinecure along tc some other gentleman 


who is anxious to hold it for a while. 

‘‘T have said that I would never resign, 
but there are certain cases where I would 
be justified in retracting such a vow. AS 
I said before, it is neither meet nor proper 
that I should keep unto myself a good 
thing like this. I want to pass it along.”’ 

Commissioner Ware's experience in the 
Pension Office seems to have satisfied his 
desire for public service. His name had 
been mentioned in connection with the va- 
eant Judgeship in Kansas, but he declared 
that he is done with public office. 

“If that position were offered me on a 
solid gold platter,’’ said Mr. Ware, ‘und 
the platter should be thrown in, I would 
not ‘have the Judgeship. I have had all 
the public office I,want, and what I have 
had will last me through my lifetime.” 


NO BANQUET FOR MR. HANNA. 


The Senator Negatives a Proposition to 
Commemorate His Recent 
Ohio Victory.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 25.—Immediately 
following the arrival of Senator Hanna in 
Washington to attend the session of Con- 
gress a number of his friends and admirers 
started a movement to give him a public 
dinner in honor of the great Republican 
victory won in Ohio at the recent election 
largely through his efforts. 

It was proposed to have 100 attend the 
celebration and the men to sit at the table 
were selected.

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HOUSE T0 FORCE SESSION 


Committees Will Be Named and 
Regular Business Resumed. 








Mr. Williams Accorded Unusual Priv- 
ilege by Speaker Cannon of Select- 
ing the Minority Membership. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Speaker Can- 
non has played his trump card and has re- 
moyed the .ast serious objection to his 
policy of keeping Congress in session 
against the will of the Senate. He has let 
it be known that he will announce the 
House committees on Monday instead‘ of 
waiting until the regular sessions. 

This means that from the time the com- 
mittees are announéed the -House will be 
in a position to do business and to stay in 
session every day. The ridiculous spectacle 
will be avoided of having the House meet 
every three days to promptly adjourn. 

There will be only a week left of the 
extra session. While the Senate is listen- 
ing to speeches on every conceivable topic 
to while away the time the House will be 
at work. This is the spectacle the Speaker 
intends the country to see, and he will 
leave it to the country to draw what in- 
ferences it pleases, 

In order to steal this march on the Sen- 
ate the Speaker is obliged to work harder 
on his committee assignments than he had 
expected. Hé received aid to-day from 
Representative Williams, the Democratic 
leader, who handed to him the Democratic 
recommendations for committee places. It 
is understood that the Speaker will approve 
them practically without change, and this 
takes a considerable share of the work 
away. 

This is the first time the power of naming 
the minority committeemen has been given 
io the minorjty leader. Previous Speakers 
have done as they pleased with the minority. 
Mr. Cannon has proceeded on the theory 
that the ;minority is as much entitled to 
say where its men shall be placed to its 
own advantage as is the majority. 

“We have been treated with greater 
kindness and impartiality by Speaker Can- 
non than by any -Speaker I have ever 
known,”’ said Mr. Williams to-day, “and I 
think he will continue in the same spirit.”’ 

The unwonted spectacle has been pre- 
sented of a minority leader working as 
hard over committee assignments as the 
Speaker himself. Mr. Williams went over 
to New York several days ago and was at 
work there on the personnel of the commit- 
tees, exactly as Mr. Cannon was here. 

Several thousand bills have been pre- 
sented, and there will be plenty of work 
for the committees. The outlook is that 
the first work of the House will be the dis- 
position of contested election cases, the 
first case being that of William Connell 
against George Howell in the Scranton Dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania. s 

As soon as the Committee on Judiciary is 
appointed it will take up the case of Judge 
Kirkpatrick of New Jersey, whose im- 
peachment has been asked by Mr. Newlin 
of Philadelphia. 

Meanwhile nothing will come before the 
Senate but speeches. Yet the Senate has 
really acted with unusual expedition, and 
has itself broken precedents in its treat- 
ment of the Cuban Reciprocity bill, 

In advance of consideration of the bill the 
Senate has bound itself te vote on Dec. 16, 
and thereby assured the passage of the bill 
on that day. No similar instance can be 
recalled, 


Senate Committee List Approved. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—At the begin- 
ning of to-day’s session the Senate adopted 
the resolution offered by Mr. Hale on Mon- 
day last for the appointment ‘of Senators 
as members of committees. The list was 
amended by substituting the name of Mr. 
Morgan of Alabama for that of Mr. Bate 
as Chairman of the Committee on Quaran- 
tine and Public Health, and by creating a 


new committee of three to dispose of use- 
less papers in’ the departments, of which 
Mr. Pettus (Dem,, Ala.,) was made chair- 
man and Messrs. Bate (Dem., Tenn.,) and 
Long (Rep., Kan.,) members.

SULTAN OF SULU BLAMED 


Evidence to Implicate Him in the 
Anti-American Outbreak. 








Lawless Conditions in the Archipelago 
—Gen. Davis Wants the Bates 
Agreement Abrogated. 





WASHINGTON, Noy. 25.~Cablegrams 
from Gov. Taft received at the War De- 
partment contain a few further details of 
Gen. Wood's battles with the Moros. Un- 
der date of Nov. 21, Gen. Wood reported to 
Goy. Taft regarding the fighting. After 
describing the battle at Taglibi, he said 
there were no further indications of hos- 
tilities; that the Sultan’s men had been at 
the head and front of the fighting; that he 
understood this action on the part of the 
Moros abrogated the so-called Bates 
treaty, and that there was evidence to im- 
plicate the Sultan, 

Three days previously Gen. Wood had re- 
ported to Goy. Taft that there were about 
2,000 Moros under Panglima Hassen in the 
mountains, against whom he was moving, 
and that it probably would take four or 
five days to clean them gut. There were 
no indivations of the spread of the trouble 
to the other dattos. 

Gen. Wood denounced as ‘“ outrageous 
treachery "' the shooting of Major H. L. 
Scott, the Governor of the Sulu group. The 
Major is reported to be progressing favor- 
ably. 

The War Department to-day received a 
dispatch from Col. Simpson, acting com- 
mander of the Division of the Philippines, 
confirming the press dispatches from Ma- 
nila, detailing another engagement between 
Gen, Wood's forces and the Moros. The 
dispatch states that no more opposition is 
expected, and that the expedition is now 
at Sulu awaiting developments. 

A strong picture of conditions in the Sulu 
group fs contained in a letter from Major 
H. L. Scott to Col. Clarence Edwards, 
Chief of the Insular Bureau of the’ War 
Department. The letter, which is dated 
Sept. is made public as an explanation 
of the campaign now waging in the group. 
In it the writer says: 

**I find that the condition is one of peace 
so long as the big Moro chiefs are allowed 
to huve their own way unreservedly—to 
rob and to steal and enslave. The Sultan is 
a& man of no power of his own, and must 
acepend on the chiefs, Who may or who may 
not do what he wishes. They are all sur- 
rounded by gangs cf ruffians, who do no 
work, but live through robbery and by fin- 
ing both sides in a case, irrespective of 
who may be guilty, the full amount of the 
ebility to pay. If the victim refuses to pay 
he is enslaved. 

&' No peace or order can be maintained in 
these islands so long as these conditions 
exist. Movable property is always on the 
move without the desire of the owner. Men 
say they will not work and accumulate 
property which they will not be permitted 


to enjoy, and there are constant turmoils, 
murders, and enslavements going on. 

** No one is allowed to go beyond the out- 
osts here without an armed guard, and 
t is even advisable to go about the streets 
here armed on account of juramentados, 
one of whom got through the gate past a 
sentinel about four days ago with his arms, 
ran through the barrack yard, slashed a

soldier across the back, and fell dead on: 


the main plaza and in front of the com- 
missary office, shot five times by a fustl- 
lade from our soldiers, which killed also a 
trumpeter who was getting ready for guard. 

“This makes the sixth or seventh jura- 
mentado who has appeared since last Spring 
—one engineer soldier was chopped up last 
Spring by one of them after he had seven 
Colts 38 balls in him—he chopped off a leg 
and an arm each at one stroke of his 
barong. 

‘“ All during the Spring the garrison has 
practically been in a state of siege. When 
Capt. Eltinge’s troop went out they sur- 
rounded it, brandishing their barongs and 
spears, and he had to come back because 
his orders were by no means to have a 
conflict. You will see by this the way peace 
has been kept heretofore and at what sacri- 
fice. Now the Moro Province act contem- 
plates changes, among others the abolish- 
ment of slavery, a very sore point with 
them. It contemplates trials of offenders 
by district court, and these things will 
surely bring.on conflicts.’’ 

The annual report of Major Gen. George 
W. Davis, commanding the Division of the 
Philippines, says: 

‘The Moros are accustomed to suffer all 
of the caprices of their despotic authority. 
The laws of centuries permit men to be re- 
cruited for any purpose whatsoever. The

The 
debtor thus loses all his rights, and his 
children can be sold throughout the archi- 
pelago. He can, however, buy the liberty 
of his family at the risk of his own life— 
i. e., for the largest number of Christians 
whom he can slay. If the debtor accepts 
that propusition ne becomes that mo- 
ment a juramentado, knowing perfectly 
well that if he manages to get in the midst 
of a Spanish settlement all hope for escape 
is gone. Death is, therefore, certain for all 
juramentados. When they arrive at a suf- 
ficient state of exaltation, but never before, 
they are sent into a Christian community.” 

The or pt says that the Bates agree- 
ment with the Sultan of Sulu, which, it ap- 
pears, was advised by the Schurman com- 
mission, is an obstacle to the establishment 
of good overnment, and the continued 
practice of slavery is instanced as a justifi- 
cation for declaring the agreement null 
and void. 

“The fact is,” the report says, “ that 
there never has been a time for three years 
when a force of 500 soldiers in Moro and 
two or three small gunboats could not pre- 
serve the peace or suppress any _ uprising, 
but this was not known or not fully under- 
stood when this agreement was entered 
into. With the Bates agreement out of the 
way, the Government will have to deal only 
with the chiefs or the village headmen, 
called dattos."’ 

As to the Sultan of Sulu, the report says, 
it is apparent to everybody that his power 
has departed, that very soon he will be 
only a character in history, and that no 
one, not even his own people, will regret 
his exit.

Herr Mottl Appears for First Time 
Here as Conductor. 











Notable Performance of the Opera—The 
Work of Mme. Fremstad, Mme. 
Gadski, Mr. Kraus, and Others. 





Though “ Die Walkiire ". has the name of 
sting the most popular of all the dramas of 
Wagner's “ Nibelung”’ cycle, it has rarely 
proved a powerful attraction at the Metro- 
politan Opera House. Mr. Conried repeat- 
ed the experience of his predecessor last 
evening, when, at the second night of the 
opera season, “‘ Die Walkiire’’ was given 
to an audience that could by no means be 
called small, yet was far from filling either 
the orchestra or the galleries. It was, 
however, an occasion'‘important to all who 
have an interest in knowing what the sea- 
80n is ging to bring forth, for it presented 
to this public for the first time some of 
those who will most significantly contrib- 
ute to its success. 

Mr. Motti appeared for the first time in 
this country as the conductor; Mr. Kraus 
came back after several years’ absence to 
impersonate Siegmund; Mme. Olive Frem- 
stad, who left this country some years ago 
as a singer of minor réles, returns as a ma- 
ture artist of remarkable powers—as one, 


fin fact, who is likely: to’ be an important 
figure in the season now under way. In 
addition to this, Mme. Gadski made her 


first appearance here in the réle of Briinn- 
hilde, and thereby attained-the rank and 
proved her right to it to which she has 
been steadily ascending since she first re- 
sented herself at the Opera House in Mr. 
Damrosch’s company, and Mme. Homer 
took for the first time the part of Fricka. 

The performance was in. many ways a 

notable one. It was inspired and stimulated 
by the potent: and masterful sway of Mr. 
Mottl, who infused the pulsation of life and 
dramatic energy into the movement of the 
@rama; making the music eloquent and 
causing the orchestra to speak ‘with an in- 
*finitude of expression. -His reading of the 
work was drawn on large and broad lines, 
and yet was filled with significant detail. 
Enough was seen and heard of his work 
last night to realize the foundation that 
bases his great repute. 

Mr. Kraus was in many respects a highly 
Satisfactory, representative. of the hero. 
He is a better ‘singer than: when he last 
appeared ‘in this country. His voice is in 
better condition, and his art has ripened. 
His worst fault is the constriction of his 
tones when he sings them out in full vol- 
ume. It is frequently in evidente, and of- 
fends the ear with the hard and brazen 
quality thereby produced, but his softer 
tones are beautiful, and he Knows how to 
manage them with great expressiveness. 
His phrasimg is far better than we have 
learned to expect from tenors of his kind 
of the German school, and some of his 
passages he delivered with admirably mod- 
ulated and express accent—su¢ch ‘were ‘his 
recital of his woeful history in the first act, 
and his responses to Briinhilde in the sec- 
ond. 

Mme. Fremstad’s performance was a de- 
light with small alloy. Her accomplish- 
ment as both a singer and an actress, the 
power and depth of her art, were such as 
to fill the lovers of the German works in 
which she is to appear with present satis- 
faction and jubilant expectation. Her voice 
is of extraordinarily beautiful quality and 
large range, in the lower notes, particu- 
larly, of the.richest contralto coloring, and 


its freedom and flexibility, the volume 
with which she poured it out, the nobility 
and broad sweep of her phrasing, showed 
in her the true artist—the artist who com- 
prehends the essence and the sighificance 
of Wagner's musical style. 

Of Mme. Gadski’s Briinnhilde there are 
words of sincerest admiration to be spoken. 
It is not an impersonation of the final au- 
thority and compelling power of the great- 
est Briinnhildes that we have had hefe. 

But it was a-‘splendid achievement and 
one that will raise Mme. Gadski’s place 
among the great artists, which is already 
hers to a leyel higher than she has ever 
yet reached. It was full of superb vigor, 
of life and impulsiye energy, of statuesque 
dignity and thrilling solemnity, as in her 
scene with Siegmund when she announces 
to him his impending death, and of tender- 
ness and passion, as in her leave taking of 


Wotan. Neyer for a moment did it fall 
into conventional ruts, and her voice 
seemed fuller, richer, more resonant, and 


more perfectly at her command than ever 
before. 


Time permits of no more than a mention 
of Mme. Homer's admirable performance 
of the none too grateful part of Fricka in 


the single scene with Wotan at the begin- 
ning of the second act, carefully studied 
and well sung; or of the well-known imper- 
sonation of Mr. Van Rooy as Wotan—one of 
the most familiar figures now to be seen 
at the Opera House, yet showing in some of 
its aspects last evening, notably in the last 
scene with Briinnhilde, greater depths of 

athos and tenderness than has sometimes 

een the case. 

A number of the singers who have had 
a@ brief period of study in Mr. Conried’s 
school of opera. made their first appear- 
ances gs the heroic daughters of Wotan— 
Misses Heidelbach, Ralph, Bouton, Van 
Dresser, Poehlmann, and Jacoby, and Mme. 
Selma Kronold returned to opera in New 
York from opera in England as a member 
of the same band. Their singing was not, 
however, in any remarkable respect an im- 
provement upon their predecessors in the 
same task. 

There was much anticipation as to the 
improvements promised in the stage setting 
and scenic effects. All was new; but it 
cannot truly be said that there was any 
new revelation in beauty or appropriate- 
ness. Hunding’s hut is now more nearly 
weather-proof than it used to be; but the 
play of the light when the door blows open 
—and it is still almost the whole side of the 
hut that dpens—is tconsistently managed, 
with a strange mixture of pale moonbeams 
and yellow rays; the swordhilt in the tree 
still glows from incandescent bulbs within, 


rather. than by ‘the flickering light from 
the hearth. 
The rock height upon which the second 


act takes place is a well-painted and well- 
massed scene, with a better feeling for 
landscape effect and harmony of color than 
that of former years; but it is not of re- 
markable excellence. The fight between 
Siegmund and Hunding is carried on in 
such dense obscuration behind the cloud 
curtain that it is scarcely visible, Nor is 
the Walkiire's rock in the third act more 
than reasonably good. 


The fiery barrier erected by Loge is 
chiefly a thick curtain of red-illumined 
steam, with some emanations of sparke; 


the steam, however, is not sufficiently il- 
lumined in all its parts to give the expect- 
ed effect. There is much that might be 
done with the scene that never yet has been 
connpassed. Some of the things that were 
effected last night in this department of 
the stage setting are so easily susceptivie 
of improvement that is only fair to wait 
for what great experience with a new and 
complicated mechanism will bring forth. 





MME. TERNINA ON “PARSIFAL.” 


Says That Germans Generally Do Not 
Object te Production of the Opera 
in. New York. 


Mme. Milka Ternina, perhaps the great- 
est living interpreter of-the rdle of Kundry 
in ‘ Parsifal,’’ had something to say yes- 
terday about her part and about the pro- 
duction of Wagner's opera in America. 
She has come direct from Germany, and, 
according to her, the musical population 
there has no objection at all to Mr. Con- 
ried giving ‘‘ Parsifal’’ to New York. It 
is only the Minsmen and very intimate 
friends of Frau Wagner that think it ought 
to be kept in Baireuth forever. 

Over Mme. Ternina’s part, Kundry, there 
are-as much debating and controversy as 
over the deepest of Browning's poetry or 
the most complex of Ibsen's heroines. Stu- 
dents have sat up nights trying to fathom 
Wagner's inmost thought when he wrote 
such and such a line, the result being, as 
might be expected, that they have come to 
many different conclusions. Of course, 
the opinion of one who is most familiar 
with Kundry, as is Ternina, is valuable 
and of interest. To her Kundry is the 








symbolization.of sin—fascinating, seductive 
sin, in direct opposition to Parsifal, who is 
the personification of innocence and purity. 

Mme. Ternina, though she did not know 
.Wagner himself, is a close friend of Frau 
Wagner, and told yesterday a story of how 
one of the great composer's admirers asked 
him once what was the motive behind a 


‘ certain passage in ‘ Parsifal,’’ It was a 
line that had been the subject of dozens of 
| learned essays. In answer to his question- 
er Wagner said: 

“Why, when I wrote that line I had no 
thought at all. There was nothing behind 
it. Why do people try to search out such 
hidden motives when there were none? I 
just wrote it, that’s all. Why, I don't 
know.”’ 

**Do you think,'’ Mme: Ternina was asked 
yesterday afternoon, ‘‘that ‘ Parsifal’’ is 
cheapened by jts removal to New York, 
that it will be out of place and unappreci- 
ated in the midst of such a great city?” 

‘Indeed, ‘I do not,’’ she answered with 
emphasis; ‘‘it is far above any environ- 
ment. No man who had the slightest ves- 
tige of piety could fail to®@be powerfully af- 
fected by the opening strains of the overt- 
ure. » He would forget in less than a min- 
ute whether he was in New York or Bal- 
reuth, ‘ As to ‘ Parsifal’. being sacred,” 
continued "Ternina, “I think it is certainly 
not what you would call religious. I am 
sure that when he wrote it Wagner never 
intended the hero and Kundry to represent 
Christ and Mary Magdalen.”’ 

Mme..Ternina has entirely recovered from 
an operation. that was performed on her 
throat about a year ago. It gave her con- 
siderable trouble for a while, but she sang 
| last Spring at Covent Garden, London, and 

proved that the operation had left no bad 
effects. She has been at the Hotel Savoy 
almost every minute since her arrival and 
has therefore not yet seen the new stage 
at the Metropolitan Opera House. She ex- 
pects, from what she has heard, that Mr. 
Conried’s production of ‘* Parsifal’’ will be 
the greatest yet made.

Roeder said jast night, “‘ Warfield was an 
unknown quantity as a star, and conse- 
quently it was not easy to get for him the 
best bookings. 

“It was agreed that Mr. Belasco and 
Klaw & Erlanger divide equally the profits 
left after a certain small per cent. had 


been paid to Warfield himself. In all Klaw 
& Erlanger have received from Mr. Belasco 
as their share over $32,000. 

“As to the production itsélf they had no 
interest in it at all, except the booking end. 
Mr. Belasco had entire control of it other- 
wise. To us it looked lke a sort of hold- 
up—the demanding of 50 per cent. of the 
profits for booking.

“Mr. Brooks served as the: go-between 
for the two parties to the agreement, pre- 
Sumably because Klaw & Erlanger did not 
wish their syndicate associates ‘to know of 
their deal with Mr. Belasco. We should 
never have made anything about it public 
unless Mr. Brooks had done so first. Now 
we feel at liberty to tell the exact truth as 
to his statement that Mr. Belasco had not 
paid him his share. I know that Klaw & 
-rianger got their share of the profits up 
to the first week in November th{s year.”

Mr. Palacious is in receipt of information 
from Manvel Egozcue, former Mayor of 
San Juan, and a wealthy merchant there, 
that In combination with a wealthy New 
York City firm he has just closed a deal 
which places the syndicate in control of 
the entire coffee industry of Porto Rico. 

The annual yield is about 50,000 tons. 
Heretofore the island coffee export. trade 
has been controlled by so many separate 
interests that it was impossible to com- 
pete with the Brazilian bean in the Ameri- 
can market, and the coffee has been ex- 
ported to Spain. 

With the export trade controlled by one 
interest, it will be possible to enter the 
American ‘market, and no more 
Rican coffee will be sent to Spain. It will 
be possible to place it in the American 
market so cheap that the Brazilian export- 
ers will have to cut the price or get out. 
In either event, coffee will be cheaper here 
than it ever was before.

Western Roads Reach Agreement and

CHICAGO, Nov, 25.—All obstacles in the 
way of a settlement of the immigrant rate 
troubles of the Western roads have been 
removed. The Missouri Pacific, after a 
vain effort to secure recognition for the 
Texas and Pacific, which is not a member 
of the Immigrant Bureau, has given its 
assent to the agreement recently made, 
whereby the Rock Island comes back into 
the bureau, being allowed a fair share of 
the immigrant business for its El Paso 
route.

The loans and bills payable, outstanding at the 
beginning of the year, and amounting to §28,750,. 
000, were paid off from the proceeds of the sale 
of the Oregon Short Line Railroad Company 4 
per cent. and participating twenty-five-year gold 
onds, thus discharging the floating debt which 
had been incurred by the companies. It was 
deemed expedient, however, to aid the Southern 
Pacific Company in temporarily financing its 
large expenditures for reconstruction, better- 
ments, and improvements to its property, and for 
much needed equipment. For this purpose $15,- 
896,119.12 was advanced by the Union Pacific 
Railrcad Company to the Southern Pacific Com- 
many, repayable on demand; of this sum the 
Inion Pacific Railroad Company provided from 
its surplus cash funds $1,144,119.12 and incurred 
loans for the remainder. The work In hand on 
the lines of the Southern Pacific Company will 
be finished before the end of the year, and it is 
expected that it will result in a satisfactory 
saving in the cost of operation and in other direc. 
tions. 

Since the close of the fiscal 
Pacific Railroad Company sold 
value, of 


year the Union 
10,000,000, face 
its 6 per cent. collateral notes, matur- 
ing Feb. 1, 1905. The greater part of the pro- 
ceeds of this sale was loaned to the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company; the remainder was used 
{to repay in part the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany for outlays amounting to $11,873,842.34 in, 
curred by it in advancing funds to auxiliary and 
allied companies for the construction of new 
lines, the purchase of two new steamships, and 
for other equipment. With the exception of these 
loans and short term notes, the companies have 
no floating debt, and they have a large excess of 
assets in the demand loans to the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, in advances for account of con- 
struction of new lines and equipment, and in 
free assets in the form of unpledged stocks and 
bonds, ‘ 

Of the amount expended for improve- 
ments made, $4,540,202 was charged to cap- 
ital account. In addition to the capital ex- 
penditures for account of the properties 
covered by the outstanding bonds of the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company and Aux- 
iliary Companies, there was expended dur- 
ing the year for construction of new lines, 
new mone ire. and other equipment, the 
sum of $6,765,554.73, The total sum. ad- 
vanced for this account to June 30, 1903, 
amounts to $11,873,842.34, and still remains 
due from the respective companies, and is 
carried as a free asset in the companies’ 
accounts.

PERE MARQUETTE CONTRACT. 


It Is with Vanderbilt Lines and Gives 
the Road an Entrance to Buffalo. 


A contract has been entered into between 
the Pére Marquette Railroad and several 
Vanderbilt lines by which the Pére Mar- 
quette secures trackage rights over cer- 
taln parts of the Vanderbilt system be- 
tween Buffalo and Chicago. The contract 
gives the Pére Marquette a line into Chi- 
cago. over the Lake Shore and. Michigan 
Southern tracks between Porter and Clark 
Junction, Indiana, a distance of eighteen 
miles. 

Entrance into Buffalo for the Pére Mar- 
quotte is provided by an agreement with 
the Canada Southern and Michigan Cen- 
tral, under which the Pére Marquette will 
use the St, Clair Branch, owned by the 
Canada Southern and leased by the Michi- 
gan Central, and which: has heretofore 
hardly earned its fixed charges. In addi- 
tion the Pére Marquette gets trackage

SEEKS DATA FROM RAILWAY. 


Federal Board Desires Report 

Earnings from Boston and Maine. 
BOSTON, Nov. 25.—The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission to-day filed a petition 
in the United States Circuit Court, seeking 
a writ of mandamus to compel the Boston 
and Maine Railroad to set forth for the 
year endegd June 30, 1903, information re- 
specting tonnage, mileage, earnings, and 
receipts per ton per mile on grain, hay, cot- 
ton, live stock, dressed meats, anthracite, 
bituminous coal, and lumber carried in car- 


load lots, and also data under the head 


“including operation expenditures omitted 
in the report filed.”’ 

The Commissioners say the information 
is necessary to enable them to perform 
their duties and to carry out the object for 
which the commission was created. 


MEXICAN NORTHERN DIVIDEND. 
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The Directors of the Mexican Northern 
Railway have decided to suspend dividends 
for the present, The reason for this action, 
according to the official explanation, is that 
while dividends for the quarter were\earned 
the earnings since have decreased to such 
an extent as to make necessary the hoard- 
ing of all the company’s assets in order to 
assure the company's ability to have ex- 


tended the present mortgage which expires 
within a few years, 

This caa be done only by’ securing the 
continued payment of interest, and as there 
is a possibility of still further decreases in 
earnings because of the shutting down of 
mines the surplus invested will have to be 
kept intact.

ME RACING AT WASHINGTON. | CROWDS AT HORSE SALE 





“Old Glory” Auction of Trotters 
Attracts Thousands to Ring. 





Offering of James Butler's East View 
Farm Stock Was the Night Feat-- 
ure and Brought Good Prices. 





The largest crowd that has attended the 

“Old Glory’ auction sale of trotting bred 
horses in Madison Square Garden this week 
was in attendance last night, when the of- 
fering of the consignment from James But- 
ler’s East View Stock Farm was begun. 
About 2,500 visitors, a great proportion of 
whom were horsemen, were on hand, while 
women occupied many seats on the south 
side of the hall, near the auctioneer’s stand, 
and watched the progress of the sale with 
sreat interest. 
«The Butler consignment appealed to the 
harness racing men especially because of 
the custom followed by the owner in sell- 
ing out each year all the horses of his rac- 
ing stable except those reserved for brend- 
ing purposes, this being done to make room 
in his training establishment for the 
younger animals from his farm. The prac- 
tice results each season in Mr. Butler -put- 
ting on the market a number of well-bred, 
well-trained horses, ready for the owners of 
campaigning racing stables. As the Butler 
stable of 1903 contained some of the most 
‘successful race horses of the season, the 
East View offering was one of the big at- 
tractions of the sale. 

Tne Butler sale was preceded by a parade 
of all the horses catalogued around the ex- 
ercise ring. The sale was started with good 
peices ruling from the beginning. One of 
the stars of the East View Farm lot was 
Trilby Direct, race’ record 2;08%, black 
mure, seven years, by Direct—Bessie 
Wilkes, who was the champion green pac- 
ing mare of 1903. 

She started at Windsor, and went through 
the Grand Circuit, winning money twelve 
times. At Empire City she was second to 
Nonemie in 2:064. At Memphis she paced 
a half mile in 0:58%. J. Davey started the 
bidding at $500, Robert Davis then compet- 
ing up to $1,650, after which the mare went 
to J. H. Davey of New York for $1,70° 
Daphne Direct, (2;1144,) three years, by Di- 
rect- Miss Daphne, went to F. J. MacKain, 
New York, at $1,300. 

Other notable animals sold from the But- 
ler consignment were Cole. Direct, (2:12) 
biack horse, six years, by Direct-Miss Al- 
cantara Davis, which was sold to go to Eu- 
rope, J. Schlessinger & Co,.of Vienna, Aus- 
tria, securing him for $1,550, and Diablito, 
(2:0814,) brown ‘gelding, six years, by 


Diablo-Jetta Richmond, who went to James 
Harris of*New York for $800. 


The attenaance at the sale through the 
day also was large, a crowd of more 
than a thousand prospective buyers, in- 
cluding a large number of bargain hunt- 
ers, gathering when the auctioneer called 
for the first bid in the morning. United 
States Senator Bailey, from Texas, was 


among the visitors, and bid unsuccessfully 
on several horses.

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New York: 
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A “CLARIFYING TALK.” 

“The talk at the White House. has 
clarified the whole situation in New 
York State,”’ said Gov. OpELL on his re- 
turn from Washington, The fog having 
been cleared away as the result of the 
Governor’s interview with President 
RoOosEVELT, through the purer air polit- 
ical objects now come clearly into view. 
The people of the State now behold a 
new leader of the Republican Party. 
About once in two years, during the rule 
of Mr. Piatt, the “ better element” in 
the Republican Party have laid plans to 
depose him. THE Times has often point- 
ed out the futility of these attempts, in- 
Sisting that Mr. Patt, in spite of the 
bad name which his management gave 

















to his party, would remain at its head 
until a stronger man displaced him. The 
stronger man appears in the person of 
Gov, ODELL, who as a political manager 
is very strong indeed. With great mag- 
nanimity he will allow Mr. Piatt to re- 
tain the empty title of leader, the power 
will be wielded by himself. 

The “talk” in the White House must 
have been of a deeply interesting nature. 
The Governor appears to have gone to 
Washington with his blood up, deter- 
mined to have a reckoning with the 
President of the United States. He had 
it. There are sound reasons for the be- 
lief that he practically forced Mr. Roose- 
VELT to withdraw his confidence and 
support from Senator Piatt and look to 
the Governorias the Republican leader in 
New York. The President has never 
fully trusted Mr. ODELL. On his part the 
Governor was well aware of that fact, 
but he has bided his time. His patience 
and his forbearance, however, were over- 
tasked when a few months ago President 
ROoOsEVELT appointed McCLELLAND, the 
Democratic Senator from Westches- 
ter, to a Federal office, thus making a 
vacancy which was filled by the election 
of a Platt Republican, This 
ence in the contest between himself and 
Mr. PLATT was more than the Governor 
felt that he ought to endure. He appears 
to have accomplished his object by the 
simple exhibition of the strength of his 
position. He can probably control the 
New York Republican delegation to the 
National Convention next The 
ability to do that gave him a title to pe- 
culiar respect and deference from the 
President. Moreover, the man who can 
control a State delegation is the actual 
leader. The President could not, in the 
circumstances, fail to recognize the 
validity of the Governor's argument. 

Mr. PuLatTtT, while shorn of power, still 
maintains that private graveyard up in 
Tioga County. Advanced in years and 
somewhat discredited as a leader, he is 
nevertheless not a man to bear his hu- 
miliation with meekness. He has many 
friends among the leaders in this city, 
and the Platt leaders do not like Gov. 
ODpELL. The prospect of a most interest- 
ing factional fight the Republican 
Party in New York is accordingly excel- 
jent. That is another of the things 
brought into view through the White 
House clarification. 
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year. 
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A CAUSE FOR THANKS. 
It is not easy for the large number of 
the citizens of New York who hoped to 
retain and improve upon the adminis- 
tration of Mayor Low to regard with 
eratification, even at this season, the 
result of their efforts. There is much 
in the election to discourage—in the old 
sense of the word, to dishearten—them. 
But it is, nevertheless, something for 
sincere thanksgiving that certain things 
were shown to be possible, that’a certain 
standard of right work was established 
in the minds of our people, by which the 
next administration will in considerable 
degree be judged. That administration 
may, indeed, fail to the level of VAN 
Wrck, but it cannot so fall without 
pretty clear perception by the public of 
the fact. 
Take the most conspicuous department 
of the City Government, the Police, A 
man like Devery replacing Commission- 
er GREENE would seem to the dullest and 
most indifferent far more scandalous, 
more completely intolerable than Devrery 
himself seemed two years ago. An at- 
tempt by Mr. VAN Wyck, had he been so 
inclined, to get rid of DeverY would at 
that time have been hopeless, so power- 
ful were the influences within the party 
behind Devery. An attempt by Mr. 
McCLELLAN to put at the head of the 
police any one known to be even re- 
motély like Devery would, on the con- 
trary, encounter grave resistance in the 
party. The very men who backed Drev- 
mRyY would see that now their objects 
must be sought through a less offensive 
instrument. If the appointee of Mayor 
McCLELLAN is to serve the interests of 
the conspirators who swayed the police 
under Van Wrcx—and undoubtedly they 
will seek to resume their sway-—he will 


| 


have to proceed much more cautiously 
than he would. have done had Gen. 
GREENE not shown what an upright and 
open management of the police really is. 
And if the force shall be demoralized 
again, as it is very likely to be, the pub- 
lic will not be ignorant of it, nor wil] it 
be regarded as something inevitable and 
hopeless. It will stand out blacker in 
contrast with the background of this ad- 
ministration; the people will judge it by 
what has been done, and can be done 
again. 

This is the most conspicyous instance. 
The same inferences may be made in 
nearly every department of the City 
Government. The solid gains that have 
been secured cannot wholly be lost. They 
were ignored, in the late election, under 
the pressure of many disturbing and con- 
fusing influences. But they have surely 
made some enduring impression on the 
minds of the citizens of New York. They 
will have a tendency to fix limits to 
what Tammany will undertake to do and 
a tendency also to make the penalty of 
ill-doing more sure. For this much we 
may give thanks.

We shall let the labor organizations 
frighten us into putting in something 
for their benefit, and our tariff-protected 
friends, the manufacturers, will compel 
us to shape the act to their liking. We 
are weak mortals. We dare not trust 
ourselves in the face of this temptation. 

This is a humiliating confession, but it 
is just the confession the House apolo- 
gists for the Pregident’s course seem to 
make. 





THE BOSS AND THE MAYOR. 

In the heart-to-heart talk which Sena- 
tor Pratt had with a reporter of The 
Brooklyn Eagle, and which we trans- 
ferred to our columns yesterday, the vet- 
eran statesman unbosomed himself with 
unusual freedom, it appeared that he 
had, as DANIEL WEBSTER once expressed 
it, “‘emptied his bosom of every political 
sentiment that therein existed.” But for 
most inhabitants of this city the gist of 
what he said will be found to be com- 
prised in the following paragraph about 
Mayor Low: 

The November vote in New York was no 
surprise to me. The people did not want 
Low, and the Republican Party gave to htm 
quite as much support as he had any right 
to expect at its hands. Although it con- 
tributed over 75 per cent. of the votes that 
made him Mayor, he did not give the Re- 
pubiican organization 3 per cent. of the 
patronage. He is the most selfish, the most 
unpopular man that I have ever known in 
all my long political career, and I do not 
believe we will hear from him again in 
politics. There were numberless little 
things that- his administration was guilty 
of that alienated the votes of the people 
from him. It is too late now for me to re- 
count what these things are. ‘The people 
of Brooklyn and Manhattan understand 
what I mean. I did not see Mayor Low 
once from the night of his nomination to 
the day of the election. He never sent for 
me nor asked for my assistance. I support- 
ed him, but without hope of his election. 

We have nothing to say about Senator 
PiLatTr’s view of the Mayor's “ selfish- 
ness’, except to admit that the Senator 
is upon this point an expert witness. It 
is an old saying that selfishness is quick 
to. detect selfishness, and Nnobody 
ever described Mr. PLATT as a shining 
example of altruism. That upon this 
point the Senator’s view so nearly coin- 
cides with that expressed by that other 
candid friend the District Attorney is a 
coincidence upon which the Mayor may 
feel moved to meditate at his leisure.

THE TELEPHONE. 

In an address delivered before the Un- 
derwriters’ Club in this city on Tuesday 
evening Mr. @. J. H. Woopsury of Bos- 
ton, an officer. of the American Bell Tel- 
ephone Company, gave some figures of 
exceeding interest respecting the tele- 
phone development in this country which 
will assist one who considers them 
thoughtfully to appreciate the extent to 
which the simple and familiar act of 
sending or receiving a communication by 
this method sets in motion titanic forces 
and to understand the magnitude and 
mechanical perfection of the plant pro- 
vided for his convenience. 

The amount of line built and main- 
tained by the companies operating. the 
Bell system averages 3.29 miles to each 
instrument, and, excluding the long-dis- 
tance lines, 50 per cent. of the wire is 
underground. When a call is made, the 
average amount of line placed at the dis- 
posal of the person who makes it is 6.58 
miles, That anything like intercommu- 
nication is possible becomes the more a 
cause for wonder when it is remembered 
that the modern switchboard is a marvel 
of complexity in design and construction. 
It is the evolution of a quarter of a cent- 
ury, resulting from the collaboration of 
many experts working together for 
purpose. 


a 
Its mechanical intricacy will 
be better appreciated when it is remem- 


bered that even with the advantage of’ 


modern machinery and skill in manu- 
facture it requires as long to build and 
install a switchboard as to build and 
equip a merchantman for foreign trade, 
the time being from one to two and a 
half years, and the cost varying from 
$500 to $600 per square foot for the 
smaller installations adequate for cities 
of 50,000 inhabitants, to $1,200 per 
square foot for the larger switchboards. 
The central station equipment, however, 
is but a small part of the whole cost of a 
telephone system, although it represents 
the greatest concentration of value 
relatively small space. The life of 
switchboard is usually short, Constant 
repairs, replacements, and extensions 
rapidly deteriorate it, and the effect of 
is distanced by the more rapid 
progress of invention and improvement. 
In a few years it becomes obsolete and 
the costly apparatus is burned to recover 
the copper it contains. 

The result’ of systematic work in the 
perfection of appliances and the training 
of operatives has reduced within the 
past five years the average time of mak- 
ing complete local connections 3.9 sec- 
onds. This may appear to be a very lit- 
tle met gain, but as applied to all the 
telephone connections of the Bell system 
it amounts to 10,098 hours a day saved 
of the subscribers’ time, or about three 
and nine-tenths years for each business 
day of eight hours. The system provides 
for 9,322,951 calls per day, or nearly 
2,500 calls year originating at each 
telephone in service.

is called for each one used, the average 
employment of each telephone in use is 
5,000 times a year. 


When one uses a long-distance tele- 
phone a large amount of property is 
placed at his service. For example, 


speaking from Boston to Omaha, as one 
business concern does every morning, the 
apparatus used, at the present price of 
copper, represents an investment of over 
$283,000, and it requires the service of 
nine skilled operators to make the neces-

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THE CHICAGO STRIKE. 

The regrettable incident of the street- 
ear strike in Chicago has ended as might 
have been predicted when the police se- 
riously undertook the task of compelling 
respect for law. The men have gained 
nothing that might not have been had 
for the asking. It is not even certain 
that the question of wages will be arbi- 
trated. It may be submitted to a board 
of arbitration if the men wish it, but 
they are nervous as to the findings of 
such a board if the question is opened, 
and may elect to depend upon negotia- 
tions to hold what advantages they al- 
ready enjoy. The strikers are to be re- 
instated, but the company is not bound 
under this agreement to retain any men 
who are shown to have been guilty of 
acts of violence during the strike. The 
company has established the principle 
of the open shop, and will not discrimi- 
nate between union and non-union men. 
As to the “routing” of cars and other 
details of management, the men have a 
Committee of Conference which is en- 
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titled to be consulted, but it seems to | court, but there is little satisfaction in that 


have no other than an advisory function, 
The company retains the right to employ 
and discharge whom it will, or to ehforce 
such measures of discipline as the offi- 
cers deem necessary. 

This practically re-establishes the con- 
ditions which existed before the strike 
was ordered, and except for the poor fel- 
lows who were misled by enthusiasm into 
committing crimes, more or less serious, 
to further the purposes of the union 
leaders, the men will return to work 
again with simply the loss of wages to 
remind them how much better it would 
have been to look to negotiation for ‘all 
the benefits possible of attainment in the 
present unsettled condition of the street- 
car business in Chicago. Companies 
with their franchises in question and do- 
ing business under a modus ' vivendi 
which may be terminated very quickly 
in either of two or three ways about 
equally disastrous to the interests of the 
stockholders are not usually disposed to 
quarrel with labor, and will avoid having 
their business brought to a standstill by 
a strike if the demands behind it are 
reasonable and practicable. 








THE WAGNERS AND “ PARSIFAL.” 

Nobody, we imagine, who has followed 
the course of the attempt to preyent the 
production of “‘ Parsifal’’ in this city can 
fall to be gratified that Judge LAcoMBE

judicial duty to frustrate that attempt. 
The attempt of a monopolist to continue 
a monopoly is natural enough, though the 
copyright laws of all countries fix a 
term beyond which monopoly in the sub- 
jects of copyright shall no longer be law- 
ful. But the attempt to base a monopoly 
on moral and quasi-religious grounds and 
to assume ‘“ sacred ’’ motives for squeez- 
ing the last pfennig out of it is really 
disgusting. And this is the attitude the 
monopolists have in this case taken up. 
They have had a monopoly of the produc- 
tion of the work in question for twenty 
years. The courts find themselves com- 
pelled to enforce the dictate of the nat- 
ural sense of equity that they have had 
it long enough. 

The heirs of WAGNER in their charac- 
ters of managers of the Baireuth Opera 
House are notified that they must hence- 
forth rely upon the merits of their pro- 
duction, for American patronage at 
least, in competition with that given by 
Mr. CONRIED in the Metropolitan Opera 
House of New York.

-——It is reperted that the Rapid Transit 
Company of Philadelphia, as a convenient 
method of getting the free use of several 
million dollars a year, has under serious 
consideration the entirely new plan of sell- 
ing tickets for rides on its cars at the rate 
of six for 25 cents, or twenty-five for $1. 
This is not, as stated, a plan entirely new, 
for it was followed in many places in the 
old horse car days, and obviously enough 
the use of the several millions will be very 
far from free, since the reduction in the 
price of rides given is over sixteen per 
cent. for the smaller number of tickets and 
twenty per cent for the larger. The tray- 
eling public, however, could hardly be per- 
suaded to pay in advance for any consid- 
erable part of its transportation by the 
offer of smaller reductions than these, 
which are, in a way, determined by the 
character the service rendered. But 
though old and somewhat expensive, the 
scheme might well be profitable to the 
company, it certainly would favor the 
pockets of the public, and, a circumstance 
that does not seem to have received at- 
tention, it would in many cases render 
urban transportation both more rapid and 
more comfortable. On our own elevated 
roads, for instance, it would have the very 
admirable and desirable effect of vastly 
reducing the number of purchases at the 
ticket windows and so do away with prac- 
tically all of the delay now experienced by 
people. standing in line at those much- 
patronized but not beloved receipts of 
customs. With a majority, or even a large 
fraction, of the would-be passengers buy- 
ing their tickets in lots of twenty-five, or 
even of six, nobody would have to wait 
there, and at the crowded hours the move- 
ment past the ticket choppers would be 
greatly facilitated. On surface cars the 
labors of the over-burdened conductors 
would be lightened by most of the making 
of change, and they would have more time 
for the performance of ‘more important 
duties. Whether other companies than 
that of Philadelphia feel the need of get- 
ting advances from their passengers in this 
way is, of course, to be decided by them- 
selves, but it may be worth while for those 
that do not to consider these incidental and 
indirect advantages of the plan.

The louder Americans declaim against 
a tariff for England the better the Eng- 
lish tariff reformers will like it. 


ROSEBERY SPEAKS IN LONDON. 


Sharply Attacks Chamberlain’s Policy 
—Says It Would Lead to Fric- 
tion with America. 


LONDON, Nov. 26.—Lord Rosebery spoke 
to 3,000 persons on the fiscal question at 
the Surrey Theatre last night. There were 
20,000 applications for tickets, the issue of 
which had to be limited to the capacity of 
the theatre. Lord Rosebery afterward ad- 
dressed a large overflow meeting. At both 
meetings he was enthusiastically received, 
and all through his speeches he was warm- 
ly cheered. Among those present at the 
meetings were a number of members of 
the House of Commons, and others promi- 
nent in British public life. 

The ex-Premier’s remarks were for the 
most part devoted to ridiculing Mr. Cham- 
berlain and his policy. ‘‘ After last night's 
meeting at Queen’s Hall, which was at- 
tended by seven members of Lord Salis- 
bury’s Government,” said the speaker, 
“little can be added. The fiscal question 
must be solved and finally settled, and un- 
less it be settled the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment cannot be long delayed.’’ 

Lord Rosebery referred to Mr.’ Chamber- 
lain as ‘‘a modern Jeremiah,’ whose asser- 
tions that the country had been desolated 
had been refuted by the facts. Mr. Cham- 
berlain, he continued, said the country was 
ruined, while Mr. Balfour, on the other 
hand, said the country was extremely 
prosperous, but soon would be ruined. The 
Board of Trade Blue Book, however, had 
decided against both of these contentions. 

The speaker said that the condition of the 
people generally had been improved, while 
the workingmen were enjoying greater 
prosperity, If distress existed in the coun- 
try it was because of the unwise expendi- 
tures of the Government, which, during the 
last decade, had increased 62 per cent., 
while during the previous ten years there 
had been an increase of only 7 per cent, 

‘Instead of curbing this growing expen- 
diture,’’ said Lord Rosebery, ‘‘ Mr. Cham- 
berlain discovered a disease which had no 
existence, and proposed a remedy which 
would make the disease worse—namely, the 
increase in the cost of every commodity.” 

The real outcome of Mr. Chamberlain's 
policy, his lordship believed, would be a 
state of Socialism. The cry of ‘ dump- 
ing ’’ would be applied to the larger em- 
poriums in this country, which had killed 
the small traders. During recent years 
Canada had ‘“‘dumped"’ in’Great Britain 
nearly as much iron as all the “ dumping ” 
countries put together. A committee of 


experts would have to distinguish between 
foreign and imperially ‘“‘dumped”’ and 


** sweated "’ goods, 

“The first result of Mr. Chamberlain's 
policy,’’ continued Lord Rosebery, ‘ would 
be to plungs Great Britain into bitter fis- 
cal warfare with our cousins in the United 
States, as the result of which Great Brit- 
ain would lose everything and gain noth- 
ing. It would mean a practical severance 
far more deplorable than a fiscal severance, 
and would blight the fairest hopes of the 
two nations.”’ 

In summing up Lord Rosebery said that 
Mr. Chamberlain had not proved his case, 
and that the evils of which he complained 
existed only in his imagination. A real 
remedy for any existing adverse conditions 
could be reactred by stimulating practical, 
technical, and commercial education, re- 
ducing the national expenditures and the 
drink bill of the peowse. encouraging the 
growth of cotton within the empire, teach- 
ing commercial travelers how to :study the 
tastes of the people they visited, and by 
other simple and practical steps, ‘* which 
would be a better training for race com- 
petition than mandates for negotiation with 
foreign countries.”’

KAISER TRAINING HIS VOICE. 


Learning to Use It Scientifically So as 
to Prevent Straining the Vocal Cords. 


BERLIN, Nov. 25.—Emperor William has 
changed his voice, modulating it so as to 
reduce the pressure on the vocal chords. 
He now speaks in a somewhat lower pitch, 
his utterances resonating against the cavi- 
ties of the mouth, or, using a musical 
phrase, against the mask. He has not yet 
trained himself fully, and he may take the 
services of a teacher, so that he can apply 
correctly the method taught in voice cul- 
ture. His throat specialists have explained 
to him the theory of voice production, which 
he has practiced with considerable success, 

It will be possible, when the Emperor’s 
voice is trained completely, for him to 
speak more clearly and longer without the 
slightest injurious strain. 

The Emperor's advisers have accepted the 
theory of Dr. H. Holbrook Curtis of New 
York, which has been made familiar to the 
German phy#fcians by Prof. H. Krause, the 
throat specialist, who attended Emperor 
Frederick. Prof. Krause believes that sev- 
eral throat diseases can be obviated, and 
in some instances cured, by using the voice 
sctentifically. 

The official announcement that the Em- 
peror has begun a course of voice culture 
is contained in the following bulletin, is- 
sued at noon to-day:

THE OPERATION ON THE KAISER. 


Secrecy with Which It Was Performed 
by Prof. Schmidt, 


Foreign Correspondence NEW YORK TIMES. 

BERLIN, Nov. 16.—Prof. Schmidt of 
Frankfort, who performed the successful 
operation on the Kaiser, is one of the most 
noted laryngologists in Germany. He first 
attracted public attention at the time when 
he went to San Remo, Italy, with Crown 
Prince William, now the Kaiser, to attend 
the operation on the late Emperor Fred- 
erick. Prof. Schmidt has retired from ac- 
tive practice. 

With the exception of the royal pa- 
tient, the Empress, and Chancellor Count 
von Bulow, no one knew of the coming 
operation. Two days before it was carried 
out a closed royal carriage was seen before 
the station in Potsdam. When the express 
train from Berlin arrived an old gentleman 
with a turned-up collar was seen coming 
out of a coupé, and to enter a carriage 
awaiting him. 

Arriving at the Neue Palace, the profes- 
sor was at once assigned two rooms, in 
which he remained.in confinement for two 
days. With the exception of the Kaiser, 
the Empress, and two lackeys, no one knew 
of his presence in the palace. When he 
was ready to perform the operation, he, by 
a winding staircase, directly entered the im- 
perial chamber, which was to be used for 
this purpose. Here he was assisted by an 


old servant, who had rendered the same 
service for the Emperor Frederick. 

After the operation had been successfully 
erformed, the Kaiser exacted @ promise 
rom the professor that he would tell the 
full truth as to his real condition, The 
Kaiser with his own hand wrote down the 
addresses of those to whom he desired 
telegraphic messages sent, including ‘the 
Crown Prince. He also added that he de- 
sired to have a mail communication sent 
to his aunt, the Grand Duchess of Baden, 
as he feared thet a message by wire would 
frighten her.

RETURN FROM ANTARCTIC TRIP. 


German Explorers on Gauss Are Wel- 
comed at Kiel. 


KIEL, Prussia, Nov, 25.—The German 
antarctic exploring steamship Gauss, which 
Commander Peary, United States Navy, 
may possibly purchase for his north pole 
expedition, arrived here to-day, 

Admiral Prince Henry of Prussia was 
among those present at the welcoming 
ceremonies on board tae vessel. The Under 
Secretary of the Interior greeted the mem- 
bers of the expedition in behalf of the Gov- 
ernment. 

All the participants in the expedition re- 
turned with increased weight, and declared 
they were ready to undertake another polar 
journey immediately. The ship brought 
back a full year’s provisions. 

Prof. Drygalski declared the expedition 
succeeded in exploring an extensive line 
of coast to determine the east and west 
course thereof. The professor said he re- 
garded the meteorological studies as ex- 
tremely important, disclosing, among other 
peints, that easterly winds prevail. The ex- 
pedition carried on deep-sea studies con- 


tinuously during the journeys to and from 
the antarctic regions, showing that shallow 
— prevail generally around the south 
pole, 

The return journey from the newly dis- 
covered Gaussberg, upon which lies eternal 
snow, to Kiel lasted 209 days. 

The machinery of the Gauss and her 
structure proved excellently adapted to the 
polar ice, and she returned uninjured, One 
propeller alone was broken, but the ship 
carried duplicate parts. 

The expedition found the temperature, 
ranging to 60 degrees below zero, to be 
without inconvenience. A large amount of 
scientific material was secured; but years 
will be required to develop the results fully. 

Congratulations were telegraphed by Em- 
peror William, Chancellor von tilow, 
Home Secretary von Posadowsky-Wehner, 
and Minister of Instruction Studt. 





CURZON WARNS ARAB CHIEFS. 


Viceroy of India Says Britain Means to 
Maintain Her Supremacy in the 
Persian Gulf. 


BENDER ABBAS, Gulf of Ormuz, Per- 
sia, Nov. 23.—While on his way here the 
Viceroy of India, Lord Curzon of Kedle- 
ston, held a Durbar at Shargah, which 
was attended by many prominent Arab 
chiefs of that coast. 

Lord Curzon made a significant speech, 
reaffirming the intention of Great Britain 
to maintain her supremacy in the Persian 
Gulf and declaring that the Government 
adhered to its pvlicy of guardianship and 
protection of the chiefs. 

The Viceroy reminded the chiefs of their 
engagements not to enter into agreements 
or correspondence with any other power 
than Great Britain, not to admit agents of 
any other Government, and not to alienate 
any part of their territory. If, he said, the 
chiefs adhered to these engagements, as 
they had done in the past, né one would be 
allowed to tamper with ‘their rights and 
liberties.

Accepts the Austro-Russian Re- 
form Scheme for Macedonia. 








Decision Reached After an All-Night 
Council—Turkey Has Been Opposing 
the Demands for Over a Month. 





CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 25.—The Aus- 
rian and Russian Ambassadors here have 
feceived the reply of the Porte to the 
Wacedonian reform proposals of the two 
powers. It accepts in principle all the nine 
points of the reform scheme. 

The Ministerial note accepting the 
tcheme was drawn up at dawn yesterday 
after a nightlong council, which is almost 
anprecedented. 

The acceptance is qualified with the res- 
trvation that in the application of the 
teform scheme everything calculated to 
tumiliate Turkey shall be avoided. 

The Turkish reply has produced a good 
t™pression in diplomatic circles.

TOBACCO MONOPOLY IN JAPAN. 


Government May Take Over Industry to 
Obtain Needed Revenue. 


Copies of the Jiji Shimpo, 
Japanese organ, which reached this city 
yesterday, contain the details of the im- 
perial proposition that will be submitted 
to the legislative asssembly of the country, 
when it meets on Dec. 5, with a view of 
making the tobacco business throughout 
Japan a Government monopoly. ‘The plan 
is outlined in the circular as follows: 


The Government intends to build about 
factories throughout the country, commencing in 
1904 and completing them all by 1909. But the 
factories now used by the present manufacturers 
which the Government may consider suitable or 
mecessary will be bought and used by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Wholesale dealers will be appointed in impor- 
tant cities and retailers in every district; the for- 
mer are to buy the manufactured goods from the 
Government and sell to the retailers, who supply 
the consumers. The present licensed manufact- 
urerg, leaf tobacco brokers, and brokers in man- 
ufactured goods will be given a privilege to be 
wholesale dealers. 


An effort will be made by the G 
to retain ajl persons at present employed 
in the tobacco trade in suitable positions. 
The exportation of tobaccos and cigarettes 
will be encouraged and special prices will 
be granted dealers who wish to engage in 
that business.

Quarrels Between Counsel at Hearing 
Before Aqueduct Commission. 
Quarrels between counsel enlivened the 


proceedings before the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion yesterday, when the hearing was re- 


sumed on the Merchants’ Association 
charges of improper construction of the 
Jerome Park Reservoir. J. Hampden 


Dougherty, counsel for the association, and 
Wallace Macfarlane, counsel for ex-Chief 
Engineer Hill, clashed frequently, especial- 
ly during the testimony of Daniel Ulrich, 
assistant engineer on the construction of 
the reservoir. 

Mr. Ulrich was called as the first wit- 
ness, and testified for Contractor John B. 
McDonald, from whom a payment of $200,- 
000 has been withheld by the Controller as 
a result of the charges brought. Ulrich, 
who is referred to with Hill in the charges 
of the association as being jointly guilty 
of negligence in the construction work, 
was examined at length by Mr. Macfar- 
lane, who followed the line of getting tes- 
timony to justify the substitution of rock 
dust for sand in the mixing of mortar for 
the work. Mr. Ulrich said that laboratory 
tests had been made of mortar made with 
sand and with crushed rock screenings, 
with the result that the latter had been 
found the stronger. He said he had re- 
ported these tests to Chief Engineer Hill, 
with the result that the latter had or- 
dered the mortar with screenings used. 

‘I wish to meet these various objections,” 
said Mr, Macfarlane, ‘‘ that are constant- 
ly cropping out that the specifications have 
been disregarded. I wish to brand these 
statements as Hes that have been spread 
so broadcast."’ .

DEATH OF JOHN DWIGHT. 


Pioneer Manufacturer of Bicarbonate of 
Soda in This Country. 


John Dwight, President of the Church & 
Dwight Company of 65 Wall Street, died 
yesterday at his city home, 31 Mount Mor- 
ris Park West. He passed the Summer on 
his estate on the summit of Mount Holy- 
oke, Mass., and was in robust health when 
he returned to New York, but a few weeks 
ago he was stricken with sciatica and a 

paralytic stroke followed. 

Mr. Dwight was a native of South Had- 
ley, Mass., and his eighty-fourth birthday 
was celebrated last August. His parents 
were of familes of prominence. A class- 
mate of his at Hopkins Academy, Hadley, 
Mass., was Frederick D. Huntington, who 
became Bishop Huntington. He could have 
studied at West Point, but was persuaded 
to decline the appointment, which was to 
fill the vacancy created by the graduation 
of Joseph Hooker, who. became the famous 
Gen, Hooker, and came to New York, 

In 1846 he and Dr. Austin Church be- 
came pioneer manufacturers in America of 
bicarbonate of soda as John Dwight & Co., 
which some years ago became the present 
corporation, Financial embarrassment 
never came either to the firm or the cor- 
poration. 

In public life Mr. Dwight was. con- 
spicuous. He was one of the first Directors 
of the Board of Trade and Transportation, 
for thirty years a trustee of the American 
Seamen's Friend Society and an Elder in 
the Presbyterian Church. He founded the 
Dwight School at Erwin, Tenn., for 
mountain whites of that State. His bene- 
factions included the Hampton Normal and 
Agricultural Institute, Mount Holyoke Col- 
lege, to which he gave the Art Memorial 
building, and the town of Hadley, for which 
he erected the Goodwin Memorial, a 
library pullaing. 

Mr. Dwight was a member of the Har- 
lem Club and of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. His first, wife was Nancy Shaw 
Everett, who died in 1892.

Postal Reforms Discussed and Dryden’s 
Insurance Bill Condemned. 


Insurance companies tre much concerned 
over the bill introduced in Congress by 
Senator Dryden of New Jersey, and the 
measure was condemned at the monthly 
meeting of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation held yesterday in its rooms, 203 
Broadway. Philip 8. Tilden introduced the 
resolutions, declaring that while the bill 
is ostensibly designed to prevent the use 
of the mails by wildcat insurance compa- 
nies, it would cause gross injustice to rep- 
utable' concerns. It is charged that the 
bill is intended to crush the small compa- 
nies.and is offered in the interest of an 
insurance combination. j 

Upon motion of Morris 8. Wise, the 
board declared itself favorable to a propo- 
sition to reduce the postage rates on in- 
voices, businegs statements, orders, advice 
notes, receipts, deeds, agreements, 
arice policies, examination papers, manu- 
script for the press, and printed: proofs 
offered for correction, to 1 cent a_ half 
ounce, ; 

John M. Peters submitted a report of 
the committee on a change in the postal 
laws, providing that there shall be only 
three classes of mail. In the second, or 
merchandise, clasg, the committee favors 
an extension of the minimum weight to 
eleven pounds. In the third class are com- 
prised all kinds of: printed matter. The 
committee declared against giving daily 
newspapers a rate lower than is charged 
on other printed matter. There was a de- 
bate and the report went over to the next 
meeting. 

Upon motion of G. Waldo Smith, the 
Committee on Terminal Facilities was di- 
reeted to “urge Congress to make a suffi- 
cient oppropriation to complete the New 
York Harbor improvements. A National 
law prohibiting the use of the American 
flag for advertising purposes was recom- 
mended, 

These new members were elected: Emil 
L. Boas, general manager of the Hamburg- 


American Line; Frank Brainard, and G. 
P. Truslow. 


IRON TRADE REVIEW. 


The Iron Agé in its issue to-day com- 


ments upon the conditions in thé iron trade 
as follows: 


A somewhat better feeling is developing in the 
One department of the iron industry in which 
conditions are having their natural play, that 
being a section at least of the foundry iron tradé¢, 
Buyers are taking hold of Southern iron, consid- 
erable sales having been made Hast and West 
for forward delivery on the basis of $9 to $9.25 
Birmingham, The attitude of Southern sellers 
varies. A considerable number of them will not 
sell below §9.25 for early delivery, and others 
will not enter any orders for 1904 at current 
prices. But there is a good deal of iron being 
Placed, particularly since very few producers 
north of the Potomac and of the Ohio will meet 
the competition of the Tennessee, Alabama, and 
Virginia stacks. It will depend upon the de- 
velopments of the next few weeks whether that 








attitude can be maintained, or whether the 
fae producers must surrender to the 
D rs, 


The pig iron markets of the Central West, so 
far as Bessemer and forge grades are concerned, 
show somewhat more activity, but at the ex- 
pense of values, which are lower. 

Foundries are cooly interested in the forth- 
coming bids for the Pennsylvania tunnel work: 
In the castings scrap is forbidden, so that the 
tonnage will be large. The furnaces are naming 
tu them prices on about 240,000 tons, to be deliv- 
ered over five years. 

The steel market shows signs of weakness, 
therej belng some pressure to sell billets. A 
mgeting of the billet makers is to be held in 
this city on Dec. 16, at which the question of its 
extension into 1904 will be decided. 

In the aggregate a considerable tonnage of 
American steel hag been placed abroad already. 
Englich advices are to the effect that John 
Lysaght, the well-known English sheet manu- 
facturer »has placed with the United States Steel 
Corporation an order for about 40,000 tons of 
sheet bars at 78. 6d., delivered. It appears that 
middlemen are now offering German and Ameri- 
van bars at Ths. for delivery next year, 

The domestic rail trade is dull, and very little

25.—Thousands of men 
employed by the paper mills of New Eng- 
land and New York State are idle because 
of a shut-down of mills at numerous 
points. The International Paper Mills, 
operating twenty-eight mills in New York 
and New England, has announced a sus- 
pension of operations at all points for one 
week. The suspension is attributed to 
trade conditions. 

In New England, however, unusuaHy 
low water in mill streams practically 
forced the mill owners to stop machinery.

There are four large paper companies in 
Maine independent of the International 
Company, and they, too, have been com- 
pelled to suspend work on account of low 
water.

ECHO OF THE COAL STRIKE. 





Coal Briquettes Imported During Fuel 
Famine Not Free of Duty. 


An echo of the coal strike was heard 
yesterday at the Appraiser’s Stores, when 
Judge Herdétson M. Somerville of the 
Board of United States General Appraisers 
rendered a decision on an importation of 
coal briquettes, 

These articles were bricks of anthracite 
coal dust, with coal tar as a binder, and 
were imported by John B. Keating of 
Portland, Me.,,on March 11 of this year. 
They were assessed by the Collector at 20 
per cent. ad valorem as “ unenumerated 
manufactured articles.” The importer 
claimed free entry for them under the law 
of Jan. 15, 1003,\providing free entry for 
“coal of every form ‘and description ’ for 
one year from that date and repealing en- 
tirely the duty on anthracite coal. 

Judge Somerville in overruling the import- 
er’s protest, said that as the goods had 
been subjected to a process of manufacture, 
they could not propers be classed as coal. 
—! © -wpguiagien his opinion Judge Somerville 
said: 

‘‘We regret our inability to afford the 
importer any relief, as the testimony shows 
that the merchandise was imported during 
the late coal famine, with the philanthropic 
urpose of relieving the ‘poor. We can, 
éver, pass simply on the claim made in 
the protest, and have no general authority 
to grant any species of equitable relief. The 
Regret is overruled and the decision of the 
elector affirmed.”

WANAMAKER BUYS 
“OLD LONDON STREET” 





Purchase Also Includes Colonnade 
Hotei Site. 


Purchase Has No Connection with Busi- 
ness of Mr. Wanamaker—Improve- 


ment to be Made. 





John Wanamaker has bought from Will- 
fam E. Finn the large parcel of vacant 
property on the east side of Broadway, op- 
posite Waverley Place, part of which was 
formerly the site of the Colonmade Hotel 
and the rest of which was used several 
years ago by the “‘ Old London Street "’ ex- 
hibition. The property has a Broadway 
frontage of 125 feet and extends through to 
Lafayette Place, where its frontage is 135 


City, said at that place last night: “I 
have not. yet determined what use I will 
make of the property.” 

Robert C, Ogden of the Wanamaker firm 


however, that it had no connection with 
the business of the Wanamaker Store. 
No recent transaction has caused a great- 
er:stir in the real estate market than did 
this one, when the facts regarding it be- 
came known yesterday. Its size was suffi- 
cient to attract much attention, but spec- 
ulation as to what Mr. Wanamaker inteads 
to do with the site led to almost endless 
gossip. The possible forms of improvement 


\ Mr. Wanamaker, interested as he must be 
in the development of the section in the 
immediate vicinity of his store, had decided 
that a great fireproof hotel on the Old 
London Street site would be a decided step 
in that direction. It was pointed out in 
this connection that at present Broadway 
below Twenty-third Street has no hotel of 
recent construction. 

Mr. Finn bought the Colonnade Hotel and 
the adjoining property in January, 1902, 
from ex-Judge Horace Russell, executor of 
the Hilton estate, and announced that he 
would erect an eléven-story mercantile 
buitding on the site, similar to the one 
bujit and owned by Randolph Guggenheim- 
er on the opposite side of Broadway at that 
point. The old hotel was demolished and 
plans were prepared for the new structure, 
but the enterprise was never carried for- 
ward. Part of Mr. Finn’s scheme involved 
the making of a new street or arcade along 
the northerly side of the property running 
through from Broadway to Lafayette Place. 

The idea of extending Waverley Place 
thicugh to Lafayette Place has frequently 
been discussed by the city authorities. The 
opening of the subway on Lafayette Place, 
it is predic ted, will give a marked stimulus 
to properties in that neighborhood. On its 
Lafayette Place side the property bought 
by Mr. Wanamaker is only 190 feet south 
of the rapid transit station at Astor Place. 
This station will have direct connection 
with the basement of the new Wanamaker 
store, which is now in course of construc- 
tion on the block bounded by Broadway 
and Fourth Avenue, Eighth and Ninth 
Streets. 

The Colonnade Hotel for over half a cent- 
ury was one of the landmarks of the city,

STEEL “RAILS RATE. REDUCED. 


Traffic Officials Correct an Oversight of 
Their Recent Meeting. 


The - official announcement that the 
freight rates on steel rails for export had 


been included in the general reduction of 
33 1-3 per cent. in rates on all steel prod- 
ucts on the so-called special list has 


brought to light the fact that it was a mere 
oversight »y which they were omitted from 
the list of articles on which rates were re- 
duced at the meeting of the steel men and 
railroad officials, which was held on 
Thursday last. 

The intention had been to reduce the rates 
on steel rails effective Dec. 1, in order to 
make possible shipments of rails under 
contract. But rails are in the classifica- 
tion list, and not the special list, and the 
former was not included in the reduction. 

When the traffic officilais discovered the 
error the telegraph was resorted to in or- 
der to reach those traffic officials who had 
already left the city. The situation was ex- 
plained, and they were asked to vote on the 


question on including rails and to send 
their deciston by wire. The result was 
known on Saturday, but official announce- 
ment was not made until yesterday, 

The reduction makes the freight rate on 
rails from Buffalo and Pittsburg to New 
York and Boston $1.75 a ton, against the 
furmer rate of $2.60. The rate from Johns- 
town will be about 20 cents less than from 
Buffalo. 





GROUT GIFT | BEARERS ROUTED. 


Bureau Chiefs Who Had Planned to Pla- 
cate the Controller Abandon 
the Movement, 


Controller Grout will not be the recipient 
of a large oil painting of himself from the 
chiefs of bureaus in the Finance Depart- 
ment—at least, not just now, nor probably 
from the present bureau chiefs. This was 
settled at a meeting held yesterday by 
the chiefs to consider such a movement, 
which had been set on foot by employes 
who are McLaughlin and Coler men, and 
therefore fear summary dismissal after the 
first of the new year.

Then it was outlined that 
an assessment against the various em- 
ployes of the department might be advis- 
able, and all was running smoothly until 
Col. Daniel E. Austen, the Receiver of 
Taxes, was heard from. 

‘What's the matter here?” the Colonel 
demanded. ‘‘ Are there some who fear for 
their jobs? I for one will not permit any 
assessment against any man in my depart- 
ment for such a purpose—not at this time, 
at any rate. It would be in excee dingly bad 
taste and look very badly to outsiders. 

Daniel C. Potter, chief examiner of the 
accounts of institutions, also said he 
thought the action unwise, and Oliver E. 
Stanton, Secretary to Mr. Grout, declared 
that the Controller did not desire any such 
present from the employes of the depart- 
ment. At this John R. Sparrow, Supér- 
visor of Accounts, objected that the meet- 
ing was of chiefs of bureaus and that the 
Secretary was not one of them. William 
McKinne, Chief Auditor and an ardent 
McLaughlin man, was one of the leaders of 
the movement, but in view of the opposition 
aroused was inclined to drop the matter.

With a view of obtaining the necessary 
authority for running an overhead ttol- 
ley line along West Street, the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Company sent one of 
its engineers to see Dock Commissioner 
McDougall Hawkes yesterday afternoon.

~ LEGAL NOTES. 


PRESUMPTION OF DEATH. —John Mullany, 
when about thirty years old, in 1858, left 
this city and went to Philadelphia. He 
was a man of irregular and dissipated 
babits, and was suffering from what is 
generally regarded as an incurable disease. 
It was learned in 1860 that he had asked a 
companion to. go West with him, and a 
year or so after a report came to this city 
that Mullany had been killed in a duel with 
a cowboy. He was advertised for, but no 
response was received, nor was he ever 
again heard of. Recently at a partition 
of property a bidder refused to take 
title because there was no eyidence of the 


sale 


death, unmarried and without issue, of 
Mullany, to whom or to whose issue, if 
living, the entire property in question 


would belong. Justice Giegerich of the Su- 
preme Court, after referring to a decision 
holding that an unexplained absence of 


over forty years raises a presumption in 
real estate cases of the death of the ab- 
sentee, gives judgment against the bidder 
and says: “In the present instance we 
have an absence of forty-three years of a 
man of dissipated habits and impaired 
health when last heard from and already 
over thirty years of age. He knew of the 
existence of this as gp in which he 
would, in the natural course of events, 
have a share, and a portion of the income 
of which he had received. This would act 
as a constant incentive to his return, or 
the return of his widow or children, if any. 
Rumors of his death had come back from 
the West. Fruitless search had been made 
for him by his family, the members of 
which had become satisfied of his death. 
Under these circumstances, I think there 
is no reasonable doubt that he is, dead, and 
has left no issue surviving him.’

WHEN A Boy Is “ *Losr.""—The question 
before the Supreme Court of Michigan in 
the case of Peterson vs, Mark, (96 North- 
western Reporter, 926,) was whether a boy, 
for whom the defendant had offered a re- 
ward, was really lost when taken into the 
care of the plaintiff. Ben Mullewitch, a 
sixteen-year-old boy, was for several days 
lost in the woods of the Upper Peninsula. 
According to the boy himself, and a wit- 
ness named Mullesza, he had, in his wan- 
derings, after striking the road upon which 
he was traveling when he met the plaintiff, 
followed it five or six miles until he came 
to the house of the witness, Mullesza. 
There he was given his breakfast and in- 
formed of his location. He then kept on 
the road toward North Bessemer, where he 
met the plaintiff. The story of the plaintiff, 
a stago driver, was to the effect that after 
he had talked for a while with young Mulle- 
witch, the latter said he guessed he would 
go home, and started, the plaintiff said, in 
the wrong direction. When the plaintiff 
called to the boy he came back and stayed 
in the plaintiff's company until turned 
over to friends. The court, in affirming a 
judgment giving the reward to the plaintiff, 
said of the latter’s evidence: ‘“* We think it 
may be inferred from this testimony that 
the boy, when plaintiff met him, had not 
yet learned to fully appreciate his location 
and surroundings; that he had not yet re- 
covered. such possession of his faculties as 
to enable him to find his home, and there- 
fore he was, in a sense, a lost boy.”’
